City Council ot '93 Passes tlie Plr»t 


Street Resolution a Second Time.

that it seemed to him that there is always 
some important matter to be put through 
at the end of the year. He thought the 
resolution had been railroaded through the 
council. The mayor should have vetoed 
the Fort hill park resolution also.

in a similar strain.

013, against $201.722.15 for 1892. 
The 


greater portion of this increase was caused 
by the additional number of pupil* attend- 
ing the day and evening schools necessitat- 
ing the employment oi more teachers. 


The total amount paid for salaries was 


$155,407.72. 
Subdivided there, was ex- 


pended for teaching iu the high school 
$17,331, in the grammar school -$64,743.13, 
primary schools $61,118 03,training schools 
15108.01, kindergarten $2316. 


There was expended for even ins high 


and elementary schools

for

BURNED ALIVE. 


B'our l>eutlis the Result of the Insane 


lingo of John Cummiiigs. 


OMAHA, Jan. 1.—On the marble slabs at 


the city morgue lie the charred remains 
of John Cummings 
Father, mother, 


baby and grandmother are there awaiting 
the outcome of <?he inquiry which.- Cor- 
oner Maul has begun into the cause of the 
tragedy which startled the city this morn- 
ing. 


Cummings had been in ill health for 


some time, and according to 12-year-old 
Tommy Fox, wlio was present, he de- 
liberately set flre to his own house and 
caused the death, of his mother-in-law, 
his wife and his 1-year-old baby in the 
flames. The little boy tells »straight- 
forward story, and when asked how the 
fire originated he said. 


"Cummings was sittiug~on tho edge of 


the bed in a rear room, where Mvsv-Cum- 
iniiigs also was with the baby. 
Ano^llBi«- 


person in the room was Mrs. Fox, tlae 
mother of Mrs. Cummings. 
Cumminga 


upset the lamp and closed the door, com- 
pelling all the inmates to stay there. 
They cried, but he refused to let any of 
them out." 


JPhilip Nathan, a next door neighbor, 


says that when he first saw tho flames he 
noticed Mrs. Cummings trying to open 
the shutters to the window ot the bed- 
room. 
He heard .her cry oujt aud say: 
:My baby is already on fire." 
Soon after 


tie saw the woman enveloped m flames. 
John Stuart, who occupies the base- 


ment of the building, says there had been 
a great deal of aaimvsing and fightii g 
overhead 
for several nights ana thai, 


there was a souffle just as the flre broke 
out. 
The evidence ho far shows that 


Cummings started the fire in a, fit of in- 
sune rage.

Rioters Burn and Pillage 


Sicilian Town. 


THEY FORCE THE DOOK& OF A 


PRISON. 


And Liberate the 
Desperate' Con- 


victs. 


PALERMO, Jan. 1 —It would seem that 


the rioting and disorder which have pre- 
vailed in several parts of Sicily for some 
time past are not yet tit au euil, and tho 
calling o£ several re-enforcement o£ troopa 
IB anxiously awaited by all law-abiding 
citi7.cn s. 
^ 


The latest riot occurred at Civrtolve- 


trauo, a, town of iiO.OOO inhubitiintH, A 
large body of roadmakerd auddeuly left 
work Saturday and attacked the OcU-oi 
station. The men liuJ secured possession 
oil a number of cans of petroleum, revolv- 
ers, heavy sticks and poles, to which 
pikes or scythes were attached. 
With 


shouts of "Down with the Octroi" ttnd 
"Death, to the municipal authorities," 
they marched on to tho Octroi station and 
burned the sentry boxes and two of the 
locuT Octroi ofllcua, 
a£tar 
plentifully 


sprinkling them with petroleum, and 
then set hro to the central Octroi offices, 
the tax; offices aud the record 
offi<MS», 


destroying all the archives and doing 
other damage. 


Made Worse by XAfitior. 


The whole town was soon in u terrible 


uproar, the peaceable oitinens flying for 
their lives or locking themselves in their 
residences. The mob broke into a num- 
ber of! wine shops, drank themselves into 
uslato o£ mndnesB and wort* noon ready 
for further acts of violence. 


At a signal front tho leaders of the mob 


the column was re-formed, and shmlting 
and j'dling like madmen and re-enforced 
by the lawless element the disorderly 
ro!ulmrf.kers led the way to Mandemeutal 
prison, which they attacked with stones 
and aledge hammers, and in spite of a 
gnlkuit defeuse 
forced in the doors, 


severely handled the defenders of thd 
prison and succeeded in liberating all the 
prisouert, who joined with the rioters in 
imbibing the stolon liquors and in acts of 
violence. 


The local police force being utterly un- 


oble to cope with them, the houses of a 
number of citizens who wore obnoxious 
to the rioters were broken into tuul de- 
spoiled of their most valuable contents 
and tbeir occupants compelled to fly for 
their lives. In addition much other prop- 
erty was destroyed aud a number of peo- 
ple were beaten. 


Troops to the Rescue. 
i 


The local authorities, 
however, had 


been able U> communicate with Trapaui, 
and a force of troops aud police reached 
Oabtelvutrano in time to charge the inob 
as they were on the point of destroying 
the residence of the mayor, tho bank and 
po&toflice. 
Though able to ,«ave these 


buildings they were unable to restore 
order. 


The inob seemed to be filled, as all 


previous Sicilian mobs have been, with 
enthusiasm for King Humbert and Queen 
Marguerite. The rioters cheered repeat- 
edly for the king aud queen and carried 
their portraits upon banners. 


Finally an additional body of troops 


reached the scene, and after a number of 
charges had been made the mob was dis- 
persed at the point of the bayonet. 


Sharp Criticism. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—The Chronicle, com- 


menting upon Michael Davitt's letter in 
reply to the terrible charges preferred 
against him iu some of the American 
newspapers, says that the fact that such 
language as that used against Davitt can 
be made with, legal impunity by the preia 
of America is a grave blot upon the laws 
of the United States and a foul digrace to 
the newspaper profession.

He was discovered in time avid 
his attempt frustrated.

MAD REVEL 


Rioters Burn and Pillage 


Sicilian Town. 


THEY FORCE THE DOORS OP A 


PKISON. 


And Liberate 
tha Desperate' Con- 
victs. 


PALERMO, Jan. 1.—It would seem that 


the rioting and disorder which have pre- 
vailed in several parts of Sicily for somo 
time past are not yet at ail eml, and this 
calling of several re-ehforcement of troops 
is anxiously awaited by all law-abiding 
citizens. 
4 


The latest riot occurred at Cnstclve- 


trauo, 14 town of HO.OOO inhabitants, A 
large body of roadmakerg* suddenly left 
work Saturday and uttauked the Octroi 
statir/n. The men hud secured possession 
of a number of cans of petroleum, revolv- 
ers, heavy sticks and -poles, to which 
pikes or scythes were attached. 
With 


shouts of "Down with the Ootrpi" and 
"Death to the municipivl authorities," 
they marched on to the Octroi station and 
burned the sentry boxes und two of the 
local Octroi offices, 
alter 
plentifully 


sprinkling them with petroleum, and 
then flat fire to the eeutru.1 Octroi offices, 
the tux offices and the record offices, 
destroying all the archives and doing 
other damage. 


3Iade Worse by Iiiquur. 


The whole town was soon in a terrible 


uproar, the peaceable citizens flyiug for 
their lives or locking themselves iu their 
residences. The mob broke into a num- 
ber o twine shops, drank themselves iuto 
u stato of madness and wore souu ready 
for further nets of violence. 


At n signal from the .leaders of the mob 


the column was re-formed, and shouting 
and yelling like madmen arid re-enforcud 
by the lawless element the disorderly 
rondmdkers led the way to Mandemmtal 
prison, which they attacked with stones 
and sledge hummers, and in spite of a 
gallant defense 
forced 
in. tha doors, 


severely handled the defenders of tLa 
prison and succeeded in liberating all the 
prisoners:, who joined, with the rioters in 
imbibing the stolen liquors and in acts of 
violence. 


The local police force being utterly un- 


able to cope with them, the houses of a 
nuniher of citizens who were obnoxious 
to the rioters were broken into and de- 
spoiled of their most valuable contents 
and tlieir occupants compelled to fly I'or 
their lives. In addition much other prop- 
erty was destroyed and a number ol' peo- 
ple were beaten. 


Troops to the Rescue. 
. 


Tho local authorities, 
however, had 


been able to communicate with Trapani, 
and a force of troops and police reached 
Ca6telvutr[vno in time to charge the mob 
as they were on the point ol destroying 
the residence of the mayor, tho bank and 
postomce. - Though -able-to save-these 
buildings they were unable to restore 
. order. 


The laob seemed to be filled, as all 


previous Sicilian mobs have .been, with 
enthusiasm for King Humbert and Queen 
Marguerite. The rioters cheered repeat- 
•dly for the king and queen and carried 
their portraits npon banners. 


Finally an additional body of troops 


leached the scene, and after a number of 
charges had been made the mob was dis- 
persed at the point of the bayonet.

government ended the tumult by pro- 
roguing the parliament until Jan. 12. By 
imperial rescript parliament is dissolved.

The Holmaii TelemicroGcope. 


Professor D. S. Hoiman, a member of 


the Academy of Natural Sciences, has in- 
vented ail instrument which ho calls the 
Hoiman telamioroacope. 
It bridges the 


separation between the shortest range tel- 
escope, about four feet, and the longest, 
range mir.rosoepe, about five inchea. This 
instrument magnifies an object 100 times, 
the power running from two to 50 or more 
diameters. Aa the medium of teaching 
science by object lesaotis it is believed it 
will prove vastly superior to the micro- 
scope, for that instrument can be used by 
only one parson. 


The telemicroscopa, projecting all ob- 


jects upon a screen, exhibits the same to 
any number of people. It is as a universal 
projector that Professor Hoiman uses his 
instrument in his lectures, giving illustra- 
tions almqst impossible to give with any 
other instrument. For instance, with the 
chronmotrope, showing the vortex riug 
motion, the knotted spiral or ideal vorfo_x 
atom, light and heat waves; the radi- 
ometer, showing the power of heat waves; 
the Newton disk, illustrating the compos- 
ite nature of white light; zootropes, or 
wheels of life, illustrating persistence of 
vision, and the phoueidoscope,containing a 
soap film mirror, which responds to mu- 
sical tones in geoni etrical figures of shifting 
rainbow colors.—Philadelphia Press. 


PASTEL PAINTING. 


It Fascinates by Its Rapidity, Convenience 


anrt Freeli and Vivid ISil'cctB. 


Pastel painting is an art that has come 


preatly to the fore of late years. J?or bril- 
liancy and purity of tint it. cannot be 
equaled, and many a fatuous artist of the 
day turns from his oil colors to his crayon 
box for relaxation, taking great delight in 
the vivid and frebh offsets which can be 
produced by comparatively rapid work. It 
would doubtless quite sxipersecle water col- 
ors as a convenient and satisfactory me- 
dium for sketching were it not for the dun- 
ger of rubbing, for no "fixatif" has yet 
beeu found that does not detract fi'om the 
soft yet brilliant effect which is its chief 
characteristic. Eveu with this disadvan- 
tage, however, it is becoming more and 
more popular, according to the New York 
Tribune, which recommends thoso who are 
fond of sketching 01- painting to try this de- 
lightful art aud gives the following infor- 
mation about it: 


Graduated colors, assorted, either for 


landscape or portrait use can be bought at 
any o£ the places where artists' materials 
are sold, as well as paper prepared for the 
purpose. Many artists prefer vellum and 
prepare it themselves by rubbing it with 
glass paper, No. 1, until it is *milormly 
Toughened. Another paper that produces 
excellent effects is ordinary pumice paper, 
with n coat of starch put on with a large, 
soft brush. When this is dry, brush off the 
surface powder, and it is ready for use. 
What is generally used is sanded oil paper 
tuauufactured especially for crayon work. 


For portraits it is best to put one or two 


thicknesses of cloth on the board before 
tacking on the paper, as the rubbing is apt 
to tear it. Sketch the outline of your sub- 
ject very shgl-ily with a hard brown or»yon. 
A lead pencil should never be used. A 
atump is a very good thing to put in the 
first tints with. Begin with the lights. 
Keep the various tints perfectly pure, and 
when they are ail in bleud them together 
with the finger. Afterward they may be 
worked over with the crajon point to give 
additional depth and color. There are so 
many surprises in crayon painting, and in- 
spirations, as it were, of which the artist 
may avail himself, that experiments with 
It after a certain proficiency has been ob- 
tained are veiy fat.ciun.nng.

Unfortunately, the conditions incident

mooting methods. 
Agents and Instrumentalities must bo 
employed to do the work necessary to be 
done, and therein is the difficulty 
con- 
fronting the American people today in 
tho government of cities, when tho peo- 
ple themselves cease directly to govern, 
and transfer that power to others of their 
number, it is a step removed from the 
source of power, nnd the danger to good 
government, by reason of selflsli and ir- 
responsible action, begins. Men elected 
to public office are sometimes unmindful 
that they are servants, not the masters, 
and not. unfrequeutly yield to the tempt- 
ation to make use of their position and 
tho public funds'for the advancement of 
private interests, and not for the public 
advantage. 
Legislative action is 
too 
frequently 
sought lor in aid of enterprises begotten 
wholly of selfish interests and intrigue, 
and constant watchfulness and discrimi- 
nation aro necessary to distinguish be- 
tween measures of public benefit and proj- 
ects calculated to help the few at the ex- 
pense of the many. 
What will ensure good] municipal gov- 


ernment? 
First. It is certain that the nomina- 
tion and election of honest and intelli- 
gent men to administer municipal affairs 
is essential to secure the end desired. 
Secondly. 
A. manifestation and 
ex- 
pression of interest, watchfulness and 
concern by the people in the transactions 
of tho governmental bodies of cities is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial, having the effect of 
a moral tonic. 
Thirdly. By a concentration of power, 
with accompanying responsibility, in the 
heads of the various departments, and ul- 
timately in the chief executive of the city. 
Responsibility without power is an in- 
justice, and divided responsibility is in- 
effective in the ratio of divisibility in the 
case of government by agents or represen- 
tatives. I »m of the view expressed last 
year in my address to the city council, 
that the current expenses of the city 
should be paid from the tax levy to the 
extent it is possible to do so; but my ex- 
perience of last year has convinced me of 
the necessity, as w_ell, of supplementing 
this recommendation with another equal- 
ly as important: that the committees ol 
the city council live within their appro- 
priations, otherwise the "pay-as-you-go" 
policy may result in the increase ol the 
appropriations, and in an increase of ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of the 
amounts appropriated. 
The chief items of expenditure are la- 
bor and material; principally, the item of 
labor. In some of the departments the 
employment of labor is proportionate to 
tbe amount of the appropriation, and at 
times disproportionate to the legitimate 
needs of the city in this respect. 
The practical 
thoughts I wish to 
emphasize 
in leaving this 
branch of 


my subject are few and easily under- 
stood. Employ business methods in the 
conduct of the city's affairs. Pay the cur- 
rent expenses from, the tax levy to the ex- 
tent the law will admit, but live within 
the appropriation when made, and get a 
fair equivalent for every dollar of money 
expended. Give careful examination to 
every measure that comes before the city 
council, guarding against parsimony on 
the one hand and extravagance on the 
other, but mindful of the needs ol the lu- 
ture as well as the present. 
I will first invite your attention to the 
financial condition 61 the city from a 
statement furnished to me by the audi- 
tor:

Last y_aai' was exceptional in the his tory 
ol the city with respect to the nurn ber 
and character ol the public buildings thn' 
were completed, dedicated, and utilized 
lor public purposes. The test in time 
during the year was the Moody school 
building, which was dedicated with ap- 
propriate exorcises on the twellth day ol 
April. Memorial building was dedicated 
on tho third day ol June; the now city 
hall was dedicated on the lourteenlh day 
ol Octobor, and the new high school 
building on the twenty-first day ol De- 
cember. It is a remarkable record lor one 
year, and ia illustrative ol the growth, 
public spirit, and the prosperity of the 
city.

CITY LIBRARY. 


In the month of June the library and 


reading-room wore opened to the public 
at their new quarters in thci|Memorial 
building, and, with increased accommo- 
dations and admirable laoilities for the 
growth and development ol the library 
and reading-room, tne Increase olpatron- 
age has been so large as to necessitate the 
opening and tarnishing ola new room to 
supply the growing demands lor, space. A 
large number ot photographs ol places ol 
historic interest in Europe have been 
hung on the walls, and plaster busts and 
statues artistically arranged in the read- 
ing-room—a step in the direction oliart 
culture in Lowell that has long been 
needed.

SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The schools of Lowell were never in 
better condition than they are today 
Under the wise and energetic supervision 
ol tbe superintendent, modern methods 
ol instruction have been introduced to, 
and various agencies employed to awaken 
interest in educational matters in the 
city. The teachers, as a rule, are enthu- 
siastic, as shown by their frequent meet- 
ings and conferences; and the results 
cannot be otherwise than beneficial. The 
success attendant upon the introduction 
pi kindergarten methods ol instruction 
into the public schools at the city is un- 
questioned. Kindergarten schools were 
established last year in Ceutralville, at 
the training school, and at the Moody 
school. 
A manual training school has been es- 
tablished wifchin a lew months at the old 
city hall, and the progress ol the experi- 
ment in this city will be watched with 
the deepest interest, 
The evening schools ol every grade are 
in excellent condition, and receive the 
hearty support and favoring care ol the 
school board. 
1 commend to your perusal the report 
ol the superintendent for more exact in- 
formation ol the condition and needs ol 
the schools. 
The. amount expended in 
this department is very large, but it is 
cheerlully paid by the tax-payers, if it be 
shown that the schools maintain their 
high 
standard 
ol 
excellence. 
The 
strength and perpetuity ol the public de- 
pends largely upon the intelligence ol 
the people, and the extended character ol 
the intelligence is to be measured by the 
efficiency ol the public schools. 
During 


the year two fine school houses have been 
completed, and are now in use, the 
Moody school building and the new high 
school building. This year the Ohelms- 
lord streeb school will be finished, and 
the extension to tho Butler school build- 
ing completed. 
The total expenditures lor schools lor 
the past year were §226,015, and for school- 
houses $184,081.30. 


BOAHD OF HEALTH, 


The fears entertained ol a visitation to 
the city last year ol cholera or typhoid fe- 
ver were, happily, not well founded. 
In- 
deed, the city was unusually free Irom pes- 
tilence or unusual latality from disease 
during the year. I believe the board ol 
health has been vigilant in guarding 
against tho advent or spread of disease, 
and is equipped and provided with agen- 
cies to prevent or check epidemics in our 
midst. It is very certain that a large 
amount ol money is expended by this de- 
partment, and there would be no excuse 
lor failure to meet the needs of the public 
in case of exigency. 
The city is endeavoring to secure a pur- 
er source ol water supply than is afforded 
by the Merrimack river, by the use ol 
driven wells, and, it successful in its at- 
tempt, it will materially reduce the pres- 
ent menace to public health. The dispo- 
sition ol swill, garbage, and other waste 
products is not wholly a solved problem 
as yet by the crematory. A considerable 
proportion ol the waste products ol the 
city by reason ol the lack of facilities 
cannot be disposed ol by combustion, and 
it is one ol the vexing questions for the 
luture how to dispose ol all the waste 
products ol the city at the least expense 
and with the least annoyance to the citi- 
zens. 
I am very clear in my view that 
swill should not be made a subject o£ 
merchaijdise, with the risk ol its being 
led to cattle, noi' should it be deposited 
on dumps. It is not improbable that in 
the near luture some means will be dis- 
covered to utilize these waste products 
without occasioning a nuisance or injury 
to public health. 
As it is, the crematory 
is doing a great deal to lessen the evils 
confessedly existing prior to its intro- 
duction. Two inspectors were appointed 
last year, having passed the examination 
required by the rules ol the civil service. 
Their duties are to make a thorough 
and systematic examination ol tenement 
houses in the city, and to tabulate their 
reports lor office use. 
The expenditures in this department 
lor the past year were |49,226.54. 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


The city ts lortunate in having in its 
service as inspector ol meat and provi- 
sions a gentleman who combines zeal 
with knowledge in the discharge of his 
duties. The duties of the office are no 
longer performed in a perlunctory man- 
ner, but with a scientific skill and accu- 
racy befitting the nature of the work in- 
cident to the position. About 1258 sam- 
ples ol milk have been chemically an- 
alyzed by this official the past year, and 
about 33 samples ol water have been an- 
alyzed. 


STBBBTS. 


Last year was an unusually active one in 
the department of streets, due in part to 
extraordinary causes. There were unusu- 
ally heavy_ falls ol snow last winter, and 
the city did its lull share toward making 
the roads and ways passable, which en- 
tailed the employment of an unusually 
large number ol men. Later in the year 
the depressed condition ol business re-1 


suited1 in, a large increase of the unem- 
ployed, and contributed to ittcreaso ma- 
terially the ordinary quota of men in the 
employment «l the city in this depart- 
ment. Chelmslord streets wan paved last 
year; also Lakeview aveiiue. Labor con- 
stitutes the chiel item of expense, and tho 
sum expended therefor is almost wholly 
dependent upon tho amount of the appro- 
priation and the plerfs'ure of the commit- 
tee on streets. The ataoujit expended foi 
paving last year was f35,,367.27. 
It is a large undertaking to keep the 
streets and ways in repair, and to do the 
work necessary to bs done in the Btree' 
department, but there is a temptation to 
extravagance in the expenditure ot money 
therefor, which should be resisted, and 
above all, a' fair equivalent should he re- 
ceived lor every dollar spent. There 
should be a weekly or fortnightly reeorc 
and inspection of every street, way, anc 
bridge in the city, and a zealous offor 
made to have all the streets in tne city 
kept in gopd average condition at all sea 
sons ol the year. The city should not be 
burdened with the expense ol accepting 
streets and putting them in ooudition lor 
travel. Prior to acceptance they should 
be graded and put in proper condition by 
the owner ol the fee. The expenditureb 
in this department during tke year were 
|133,647.80. 


•WATERING BTBB15TS. 


The streets of tho city arc now waterec 


by the streot department. An assess- 
ment is levied upon tho estates abutting 
oil the street, or portion of the street, so 
watered. The city owns, and makes use 
of, 17 watering carts, and waters about 25 
miles ol street; an increase of 4% miles 
over last year. 
The sum of $17,380,99 waa expended tho 
past year. 


BBIDGISS. 


The city council has authorized tho re- 
building oLthe bridge on East Merrimack 
street oveiSConcord river, mid work wil. 
probably be started upon it ccniy ncx1 
spring. 


SEWEJRS AND DRAINS. 


A verylarge amount o£ sewer construc- 
tion was done last year, and a very large 
sum was expended therefor, as appears by 
the statement hereinafter made. 
It is 
money well spent, provided care be ex- 
ercised in the location ol new sowers, with 
respect to the urgency of needs and the 
number ol persona to bo benefited by the 
construction. Brick sewers wero built 
or aro now in process of construction, in 
Oentralvllle, Ohelmsford street, and FOB 
terstrset. The work of construction o 
the Ohelmsford street sower- baa been im- 
peded and the expense enhanced by rea- 
son ol ledge formations encountered in 
the progress ol the work. This sowei 
when^completeij will draii) the city farm 
buildings, and remove a possible cause o. 
pollution to the now souroe ol water sup- 
ply- 
The board of health has called the at- 
tention of tho city council, in iin elaborate 
report and accompanying plans, to the 
danger to public health arising from the 
present condition of Halo's brook, anc 
recommends speedy action to abate or re- 
move the same. I recommend that a com- 
mittee of tho city council speedily con- 
sider tho subject matter of the report, 
with the view to appropriate action by 
the city council. 


I again call yoruriattentiou to the defect- 
ive condition o'f an old stone di-ain run- 
ning from the Boston and Lowell rail- 
road through the South common and 
across Charles aud Central streets to Tyler 
street: this old drain should bo discon- 
tinued, and all the sewer connections re- 
moved from it. The sewers should be 
flushed and kept clean, otherwise they 
engender disease nud aid in its dissemi- 
nation. 
The amount expended on sewers and 
drains last year was §106,070.39. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department maintains its high 
rank in point ol efficiency and equip- 
ment. 
The city has been fortunate dur- 
ing the year in escaping any largo tires 
The roll of the department consists of a 
chiel engineer, four assistant engineers 
74 permanent men, and 10i call men. The 
department has 00 horses under its con- 
trol and 13 fire houses in use. 
Tho ap- 


paratus and appliances consist of 6 steam- 
ers, 11 hose carriages, 4 trucks, 2 chemical 
engines, 1 protective wagon, and 22,UOO 
feet of hose. A water tower was pur- 
chased by the committee on flre depart- 
ment ol 1892, and it was added to the fire 
apparatus last year; it is now housed in 
the High street engine house, but the ac- 
commodations are not sufficient lor per- 
manent retention in the plaeo where it is 
now kept. 
The amount expended lor this depart- 
ment last year was $141,SllJ.9G. 


WATER'WOB'KS DEPARTMENT. 


The work done by the water works de- 
partment the past year was large in 
amount, equal to that of 1892, which was 
claimed to be the heaviest in the history 
ol the water works. The interest ol the 
public at large with respect to the work 
ol 1893 has been centered on the driven 
well work. 1 will endeavor briefly to in- 
form you as to the progress thus far made 
in the effort to obtain a new supply oi 
water, both as to present results and fu- 
ture possibilities. 


You will recall the fact that at tho pres- 
ent time, and following 
experimental 
work in the year 1892, the city of Lowell 
made a contract with the Cook Well com- 
pany ol St. Louis, whereby the company 
agreed to furnish the city ol Lowell with 
a daily supply of ground water tqual to 
6,000,000 gallons, for the performance of 
which work aud after specified tests the 
city contracted to pay the sum of $24,250. 
During the past year the Cook; company 
entered upon 
its work: a system has 
been constructed 
in 
the 
valley 
oi 
River Meadow brook, and connected 
with 
pumps 
and 
distributing pipes 
provided by tho water works. The pumps 
were started on the 16th of September, 
and have been at work without cessation 
since. 
The yield from the first has been, 
in round numbers, 2,000,000 gallons ol 
water,, or 
about 
one-third 
of 
the 
ordinary 
daily 
consumption. 
Tho 
yield is a disappointment to the Cook 
Well company, but the manager ol the 
company is apparently none the less san- 
guine as to the final result. Additional 
wells have boen sunk, and these will be 
added to the system as soon as the season 
will permit. 11 the new wells shall prove 
insufficient still more will be added, 
The nature ol the water as pumped is 
watched from day to day, and has proved 
;o be ol superior quality. The Cook Well 
company has received to date 
SG,OB2.50. 
The water board is disappointed in the 
measure ol success, inasmuch as the close 
ol 1893 failed to see the wells deliver 
what was promised—5,000,000 
gallons 
daily, but the mixing ol the new water 
with the old has been helpful, and still 
"urther improvement has come to tho 
general supply OB the result of extra exer- 
iion QD the part (^.Superintendent Thom- 
as in the matter ol scotjring the water- 
way Irom river to pump wells, keeping the 
filter gallery and inlet in best possible 
condition, and frequent blowing off ol 
;he mains. 
I hope, tho water works officials will 
continue to make every exertion in their 
power, and I am sure they will be com- 
mended in any reasonable outlay 
of 
money therelor. 
During the past year, by act o£ city 
council, recommended by the 
water 
joard, a ten per cent, discount has been 
inaae on all bills paid the city for use of 
water. A still further and important re- 
duction has been made to the users of 
water through meters, making the me- 
;ered water'rates ol the city as low prob- 
ably as those ol any other city in the 
country that pumps its water 'by steam 
power. 
1'or the details ol earnings, expandi- 
tiires on account of both waterworks and 
driven wells, I refer you to the report ol 
;he water board, which will soon be pub- 
lished. 
L 


The water works balance commencing 
he new year is $20,168.79. The expendi- 
tures lor the year were $211,901.86. 


LIGHTING DEPARTMENT. 


A new contract was made with the 
^owell Electric Light company last year, 
which went into effect August 1st, and 
continues in force lor five years Irom that 
date. By its terms arc lights are fnr-» 
:ished at 36 cents per light per night for 
ne year from date, and thereafter at tho 
ate of 3" cents per light per night for the 


remainder ot the term. Provision, IB ulao 
made for an ascertainment of tho amount 
of light thut 13 to bo furnished, nnd lor 
rebates 111 case of a failure to furnish the 
amount ol lighting contracted for. It is 
wisei to be generous m providing electric 
UKhtiug, but a word of caution ta neoss- 
sary to check a disposition to prodigality 
in granting the numerous requests mado 
lor additional electric lights; it should bo 
borne p mind that at tho present rates 
each electric light costs the city M31.40 a 
year. Ono hundred and nineteen electric 
lights have been added this year, nbout 
one-half of which are in actual operation. 
At present thero aro 336 electric lights 
in use, 821 gas lights, 502 gasoline lisrhts. 
.Each electrio light coats per year 85131.40 
each gas light costs, $20.33, ottch gasoline 
light |19.80. 


A statute ol tho commonwealth requires 
the appointment or election olauiilspoet- 
or or supervisor of,wires by the oities ol 
the state. An effort was mado to comply 
with the law last yenr, but tho ordinance 
providing therefor failed to pass. Not- 
withstanding the failure to secure the 
services of an official inspector or super- 
visor of wires, an effort was made during 
tho year to regulate and improve tho con- 
dition 
of tlie 
wires 
and 
poica iu 
tho 
city! The chief engineer of tho 
lire department has detailed a member 
of the department familiar with electrical 
service, to ascertain the whereabouts of 
dead wii'cs, uud to causa them to bo re- 
moved; also to inspect tho polos and sup- 
ports and the stringing ol wires, and to 
report thereon, and to cause defects 
therein to be remedied to tho extent pos- 
Hiblo so to do under tho existing condi- 
tions. As a rule tho companies owiUnpt 
or making use of wires have co-operated 
with mo in my efforts to improve tho 
condition of tho wires and poles ol tho 
city, but much moro remains to be dono, 
and it may require drastic methods to ac- 
complish radical reforms in construction 
and maintenance. The number, of dead 
wires removed was 140. 
The expense of this department last 


year was !?(i9.035,<K). 


rOLICB. 


Tho police department is in good condi- 
tion with respect to discipline and ef- 
ficiency. Freedom from 'political control 
or interference is oKHential in this dnpart- 
ment to secure the best results, and tho 
ehiof of thu department should be allowed 
a wide ranKo in the rojebminondation and 
selection of his subordinates, aud HhouKl 
bo hold strictly to n corresponding vu- 
Bponsibilty for the eflioieney of Uio de- 
partment under his charga. The protec- 
tion of life and person, preservation of 
property, and tho observance of the laws 
generally, are entrusted to this depart- 
ment, and honesty, geal, and intelligence 
should characterize tho performance of 
tho duties of the members of thin depart- 
ment. 
The police force numbers 93 men, mode 


up of n chief, two deputies, three iser- 
geants, five inspectors, two keepers, three 
court ollloers, 08 patrolmen find i) reserve 
men.The expenses ol this department lor the 
year were J104,682.!)5. 


UOKNSBS. 


The most difficult and distressing ques- 
tion that confronts the municipalities of 
this commonwealth is tho granting of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. Tho evil is easily ruuoanlzed; the 
remedy Is not so easily perceived. The 
danger is that in the attempt to discover 
and apply means to chock or to prevent 
existing evila in tho grunting of licenses, 
other ovils almost ns great 
may 
bo 
brought into being. 1 am not fully pre 
pared, therefore, to recommend the ap- 
pointment of a commission to grant li- 
censes, or to recommend to the legisla- 
ture that the limitation of the number of 
licenses that may bo granted by towns 
and cities be removed. Tho appointmen 
of a commission would go far to lessen 
and pet-haps to remove, the existing evils 
wero it possible to banish political con 
siderutiims in the choice of appointees 
and to devise a method of appointmuu 
that would ensure the continuing servh? 
of incorruptible men. I would sugges 
that a committee be appointed to con 
sider the subject carefully, and to rupor 
thereon to the city council with its reC 
ommenrtatiouB. 
The aldermen ought to be relieved, i 


posaiblOj from the intrigues and impor- 
tunity incident to the granting of li- 
censes, and the time thus taken up be de- 
voted to the more legitimate needs of tin 
city. The obvious intent and meaning o 
the law relative to the granting of li- 
censes is, that liquor should be sold only 
in connection with some bona-fide and 
legitimate business incidental thereto, as 
for instance, that ol au innholdor, com- 
mon victualler, grocer, or apothecary 
Tho first and fundamental 
question 
therefore, for the licensing board to con- 
sider and 
determine is clearly this 
Whether the applicant for a license is en- 
gaged in such bona-fido, legitimate busi- 
ness. UvoatCRre uliso should be uxurcisec 
in granting licenses of the sixth closH 
(drugmsts1), n« to the number grunted 
and with respect to the standing nnd 
character of the recipient. The mosL per- 
nicious kind of liquor-scJJinK is that en- 
gaged in under the pretence of Belling 
drills and filling prcocrlplious. The sitfn 
of the pestle and mortar, jnrB ot colored 
water, and a soda fountain are not con- 
clusive evidence that the premises indi- 
cated thereby are legitimate depots of 
health supplies.

i'AHKS. 


In no department of the city aro returns 
less satisfactory than tho department of 
commons and parka. An entire lack ol 
business methods uud responsibility char- 
acterizes the employment ot laborers, and 
of their supervision and discharge. There 
is a lack of unity and design that pre- 
vents the best results being obtained. 
The means of improvement should be 
quickly found, and immediately applied. 
The number of porks, commona and 
park driveways have sufficiently increased 
in number and extent as to warrant the 
appointment ol a commission, to be com- 
posed of men ot public spirit, possessed o! 
•ood taste and integrity, to consider and 
..etcrmlne upon a scheme for tho enro and 
supervision of the recreation grounds of 
the people, with a view to securing an 
enlightened system of management, nnd 
an economical expenditure of the public 
money. The commonwealth, by recent 
legislation, and many of tho great cttK-s 
of the state und country have sot an ex- 
ample In this respect which may be fol- 
lowed with advantage in our own city. 
Tho appropriation lor the boulevard 
last year was $9000, less than one-half the 
amount of previous annual appropria- 
tions, and yet sufficient provision lor the 
needs ol this fine driveway. 
The 
expenditure for commons nud 
parks including,boulcvard, was ^ 


The increased demand for burial lots in 
tho Edson cemetery made necessary tue 
seizure of a large tract of land, consisting 
of 139,446 square feot, adjoining the ceme- 
tery. A fence has been erected about the 
lotf and a tool-house and stable will 
probably be erected this year. Ji/xperi- 
moe has shown the wisdom of giving the 
control and management of a 
buiinl 
ground to trustees; and in this connec- 
bion it gives me pleasure to commend the 
energy and interest manifested by my as- 
sociates in tho discharge of their trust, 
Messrs. Fred woodiea aud Frank B. Dow. 
An ordinance \vas passed last year that 
makes provision for the receipt, care, and 
disposition ol moneys paid to the treasur- 
er o:t the city for the care and preservation, 
of burial lots in the Kdson cemetery. 
The amount.expended by this depart- 


nent during the year was $9,330,23. 


STATM AID. 


The acts of the year 1890, as supplement- 
ed by the Act of Chap. 447 of tho year 
1893, Chap. 237, require relief to be fur- 
nished to indigent soldiers and sailors ana 
their families, by cities and towns under 
certain conditions. In this city such aid 
ias been furnished to some extent under 
the direction of the overseers of the poor. 
1 recommend that c special appropriation 
t>e made for tho purpose, and that Inves- 
tigation of applications for aid, and tlie 
disbursements therefor, be made ay the 
secretary o£ the state aid committee. 
The whole amount disbursed by the 
jtate aid department during the past year 
s §18,884.

The liolman Telemicroscope. 


Professor D. S. Holman, a member of 


the Academy of Natural Sciences, has in- 
vented an instrument vfhich ho calls the 
Holman telemicroscope. 
It bridges the 


separation between the shortest range tel- 
escope, about four feet, and the longest 
range microscope, aboutflve inches. This 
instrument magnifies an object 100 times, 
the power running from two to 50 or more 
diameters. As the medium of teaching 
science by object lessons it is believed ir. 
will prove vastly superior to the micro- 
scope, for that instrument can be used by 
only one person. 


The telemicroscope, projecting all ob- 


jects upon a screen, exhibits the same to 
any number of people. It is as a universal 
projector that Professor Holman uses his 
instrument in. his lecture^, giving illustra- 
tions almost impossible to give with any 
other instrument. For instance, with the 
chronmotrope, showing the vortex riug 
motion, tha knotted spiral or ideal vortex 
atom, light and heat waves; the radi- 
ometer, showing the power of heat waves; 
the Newton disk, illustrating the compos- 
ite nature of white light; zootropes, or 
wheels of life, illustrating persistence of 
vision, and the phoneidoscope,contaimng a 
soap film mirror, which responds to mu- 
sical tones in geometrical figures of shifting 
rainbow colors.—Philadelphia Press. 


PASTEL PAINTING. 


It Fascinates by Its Rapidity, Convenience 


•iid Freeh aocl Vivid Effects. 


Pastel painting is an art that has come 


preatly to the fore o£ late years. For bril- 
liancy and purity of tint it. cannot be 
equaled, ari'd many a famous artist of the 
day turns from his oil colors to his crayon 
box for relaxation, taking great delight in 
the vivid and fresh effects which can be 
produced by comparatively rapid work. It 
would doubtless quite supersede water col- 
ors us a convenient and satisfactory me- 
dium for sketching were it not for the dan- 
ger of rubbing, for no "nxattf" has yet 
beeu found that does not detract fi'om the 
soft yet brilliant effect which is its chief 
characteristic. Even with this disadvan- 
tage, however, it is becoming more and 
more popular, according to the Is'ew York 
Tribune, which recommends those who are 
fond of sketching or painting to try this de- 
lightful art aud gives the following infor- 
mation about it: 


Graduate^ colors, assorted, either for 


landscape or portrait use can be bought at 
uny of the places where artists'materials 
lire sold, as well as paper prepared for the 
purpose. Many artists prefer vellum aud 
prepare it themselves by rubbing it with 
glass paper. No. 1, until it is uniformly 
roughened. Another paper that produces 
excellent effects is ordinary pumice paper, 
with a coat of starch put on with a larpe, 
soft brush. When this is dry, brush off the 
surface powder, and it is ready for use. 
What is generally used is sanded oil paper 
manufactured especially for crayou work. 


For portraits it is best to put one or two 


thicknesses of clotli ou the board before 
tacking on the paper, as the rubbinfc is apt 
to tear it, Sketch the outline of your sub- 
ject very sligbily with a hard brown crayon. 
A lead pencil should never be used. A 
«tump is a very Rood thing to put in the 
first tints with. Begin with the lights, 
Keep the various tints perfectly pure, .and 
when they ore all in blend them together 
with the finKer. Afterward they may be 
worked over with the crayon point to give 
udditioual depth and color. There are so 
many surprises in crayon painting, and in- 
spirations, as It were, ol which the artist 
may avail himself, that experiments with. 
It after a certain proficiency has been ob- 
tained we very fascinating.

MAYOR PICKMAN'S INAUGURAL. 


Emphasizes the Need of Business 


Methods in City Affairs. 


An Address Which, is of Considerable Length 


Containing Facts and Figures That 
In- 


terest the Taxpayers as Well as Show the 
City's Financial Standing. 


Gentlemen of the City Conncil: 


The best form of government by the 
people is tbat exemplified by the town 
meeting. The combined judgment, con- 
science and intelligence of many men 
having common interests in the consider- 
ation and determination of public meas- 
ures, and dealing with them directly, is 
better than tbat of one man, dr a body bt 
men, 
acting in a representative capacity. 
Unfortunately, the conditions incident 


to a large population in a community 
make it difficult to administer its affairs 
by means of town 
meeting methods. 
Agents and instrumentalities must be 
employed to do the work necessary to be 
done, and therein is the difficulty 
con- 


fronting the American people today in 
the government of cities. When tbc peo- 
ple themselves cense directly to govern, 
and transfer that power to others of their 
number, it is a stop removed from the 
source of power, and the danger to good 
government, by reason of selflsli and Ir- 
responsible action, begins. Men elected 
topublic office are sometimes unmindful 
that they are servants, not the masters, 
and not unfrequently yield to the .tempt- 
ation to make use of their position and 
the public funds'for the advancement of 
private interests, and not for the public 
advantage. 
: 
.Legislative action is 
too 
frequently 
sought for In aid of enterprises begotten 
wholly of selflgh interests and intrigue, 
and constant watchlulness and discrimi- 
nation are necessary to distinguish be- 
tween measures of public benefit and proj- 
ects calculated to help the few at the ex- 
pense of the many. 
What will ensure good; municipal gov- 


ernment? 
First. It is certain that the nomina- 
tion and election ol honest and intelli- 
gent men to administer municipal affairs 
is essential to seonre the end desired. 
Secondly, 
A manifestation and ex- 


pression of interest, watchfulness and 
concern by the people in the transactions 
of (be governmental bodies of cities is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial, having the effect of 
a moral tonic. 
Thirdly. By a concentration of power, 


with accompanying responsibility, in the 
heads of the various departments, and ul- 
timately in the chief executive of the city. 
Responsibility without power is an in- 
justice, and divided responsibility is in- 
effective in the ratio of divisibility in the 
case of government by agents or represen- 
tatives. I am of the view expressed last 
year in my address to the city council, 
that the current expenses of the city 
should be paid from the tax levy to the 
extent it is possible to do so; but my ex- 
perience of last year has convinced me of 
the necessity, as well, of supplementing 
this recommendation with another equal- 
ly as important: that the committees of 
the city council live within their appro- 
priations, otherwise the "pay-as-you-go" 
policy may result in the increase of the 
appropriations, and in an increase of ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of the 
amounts appropriated. 
The chief items ol expenditure are la- 


bor and material; principally, the item of 
labor. In some of the departments the 
employment of labor is proportionate to 
the amount of the appropriation, and at 
times disproportionate to the legitimate 
needs ol the city in this respect. 
The practical 
thoughts I wish to 


emphasize 
in leaving this branch of 


my subject are few and easily under- 
stood. Employ business methods in the 
conduct of the city's affairs. Pay the cur- 
rent; expenses from the tax levy to the ex- 
tent the law will admit, but live within 
the appropriation when made, and get a 
fair equivalent for every dollar of money 
expended. Give careful examination to 
every measure that comes belora the city 
council, guarding against parsimony on 
the one hand and extravagance on the 
other, butmindfnlof the needs ol the fu- 
ture as well as the present. 
I will first invite your attention to the 
financial condition ol tee city from a 
statement furnished to me by the audi- 
tor:

of the city with respect to the num ber 
and character.of the.public Buildings thnt 
were completed, dedicated, and utilized 
for public purposes. The flist in time 
during the year was the Moody school 
building, which was dedicated with ap- 
propriate exercises on the twelfth day of 
April. Memorial building was dedicated 
on the third day of June; the new city 
hall was dedicated on the fourteenth day 
ol October, and tho new high school 
building on the twenty-first day of De- 
cember.

SCHOOLS AND aCHOOL-HOUBES. 


The schools of Lowell were never in 
better condition than they are today. 
Under the wise and energetic supervision 
of tbe superintendent, modern methods 
ol instruction have been introduced to, 
and various agencies employed to awaken 
interest in educational matters in tbe 
city. The teachers, as a rule, are enthu- 
siastic, as shoflrn by their frequent meet- 
ings and conferences; and the results 
cannot be otherwise than beneficial. The 
success attendant upon the introduction 
of kindergarten methods of instruction 
into the public schools of the city is un- 
questioned. Kindergarten schools were 
established last year in Centralville, at 
the training school, and at the Moody 
school. 


A manual training school has been es- 
tablished within a. few months at the old 
city hall, and the progress of the experi- 
ment in this city will be watched with 
the deepest interest. 
The evening schools of every grade are 
in excellent condition, and receive the 
hearty support and favoring care of the 
school board. 
1 commend to your pernsal the report 


ol tbe superintendent lor more exact in- 
formation of the condition and needs of 
the schools. 
The amount expended in 
this department is very large, but it is 
cheerfully paid by tbe tax-payers, if it be 
shown that the schools maintain their 
high 
standard 
of 
excellence. 
The 
strength and perpetuity of the public de- 
pends largely upon the intelligence ot 
the tieople, and the extended character of 
the intelligence is to be measured by the 
efficiency of the public schools. 
During 
the .year two floe school houses have been 
completed, and are now in use, 
the 
Moody school building and the new high 
school building. This year the Ohelms- 
lord street school will be finished, and 
the extension to tho Butler school build- 
ing completed. 
The total expenditures lor schools for 
the past year weref226,015, and for school- 
Jaouses J184,OS1.30. 


BOAHD OF HEALTH. 


The fears entertained of a visitation to 
the city last year of cholera or typhoid fe- 
ver were, happil-y, not well founded. 
In- 
deed, the city was unusually free from pes- 
tilence or unusual fatality from disease 
during the year. I believe the board of 
health has been vigilant in guarding 
against the advent or spread of disease, 
and is equipped and provided with agen- 
cies to prevent or check epidemics in our 
midst. It is very certain that a large 
amount of money is expended by this de- 
partment, and there would be no excuse 
for failure to meet the needs of the public 
in case of exigency. 
The city is endeavoring to secure a pur- 
er source of water supply than is afforded 
by the Merrimack rfverj by the use of 
driven wells; and, il successful in its at- 
tempt, it will materially reduce the pres- 
ent menace to public health. The dispo- 
sition of swill, garbage, and other waste 
products is not wholly a solved problem 
as yet by the crematory. A considerable 
proportion of the waste products of the 
city by reason of the lack ol facilities 
cannot be disposed of by combustion, and 
.it is one of the vexing, questions for the 
future how to dispose of all the waata 
products of the city at the least expense 
and with the least annoyance to the citi- 
zens. 
I am very clear in my view that 
swill should not be made a subject of 
merchandise, with the risk of its being 
fed to cattle, nor should it be deposited 
on dumps. 
It is not improbable that in 
the near future some means will be dis- 
covered to utilize theoe waste products 
without occasioning a nuisance or~ injury 
to public health. 
As it is, the crematory 
is doing a great deal to lessen the evils: 
confessedly existing prior to its intro- 
duction. Two inspectors were appointed 
last year, having passed the examination 
required'by the rules of the civil service. 
Their duties are to mafce a thorough 
and systematic examination ol tenement 
houses in the city, and to tabulate their 
reports for office use. 
The expenditures in this department 


for the past year were f49,228.54. 


MILK INSPECTOR. 


The city is fortunate in having in its 
service as inspector of meat and provi- 
sions a gentleman who combines zeal 
with knowledge in the discharge ol his 
duties. Tbe duties of the office are no 
longer performed in a perfunctory man- 
ner, but with a scientific, sfeill and accu- 
racy befitting tiie nature of the work in- 
cident to the position. About 1258 sam- 
ples of millr have been chemically an- 
alyzed by this official the past year, and 
about 33 samples ol water have been an- 
alyzed. 


STREETS. 


Last year was an unusually active one in 
the department of streets, due in port to 
extraordinary causes. There were unusu- 
ally heavy falls of snow last winter, and 
the city did its lull share toward making 
the roads and ways passable, which en- 
tailed the employment of an unusually 
large number of men. Later in the year 
the depressed condition of business re- 


sulted' in a large increase of the unem- 
ployed, nhd contributed to increase ma- 
terially the ordinary quota of men in the 
employment at the city in this depart: 
ujent. Chelmslord street was paved last 
yeai1; also JLakeview avenue. Labor con- 
stitutes the chief item of ospense, and the 
sum expended thejofbr is almost wholly 
dependent upon the amount of the appro- 
priation and ttieplea'B.uro of the commit- 
tee on streets. The ainount expended for 
paying last year was $35,367.27. 
It is a, large undertaking to keep . the 
streets aud ways in iepaii, and to do the 
work necessary to be done in the street 
department, but there, is a temptation to 
extravagance in tha expenditure of money 
therefor, which should bo resisted, and, 
above all, a' fair equivalent should be re- 
ceived for every dollar spent. There 
should be a weekly o'r'fartiiightly record 
and inspection of every street, way, and 
bridge in the city, and a zealous effort 
made to have all the streets in tbe oity 
kept in good average condition at all sea- 
sons of the year. The city should " not be 
burdened with- the expense ol .accepting 
streets and putting them in condition for 
travel. Prior to acceptance .they -should. 
be graded and put in pi'dper; condition by 
the owner of the fee. The expenditures 
in this department durinr; tlie year were 
§•132,647.80. 


WATERING STREETS. 


The streets of the city are now watered 
by the street department. An assess- 
ment is levied upon the estates abutting 
on the street, or portion of the street, so 
watered. The city owns, and makes use 
of, 17 watering carts, and waters about 25 
miles of street; an increase of 4% miles 
over last 'year. 


The sum of ?17,3S0.99 was expended the 
past year, 


BKIDGES. 


Tha city council has auth'orizad tho re- 
building ojihe bridge on East Menimttok 
street oveiSConoord river, and work will 
probably be started upon it early next 
spring. 


SE-WEKS AND DRAINS. 


A verylarge amount of sewer construc- 
tion was done last year, and a very large 
sum was expended therefor, as appears by 
the statement hereinafter made. It is 
money well spent, provided care be ex- 
ercised in the location of new sewers, with 
respect to the urgency of needa and the 
number ot personG to be beueflted by. the 
construction. Brick sewers were built, 
or are now in process of construction, in 
Centralville, Chelmsford street, and Fos- 
ter street. The work ol construction of 
the Chelmslord street sewer- has been im- 
peded and the expense enhanced by rea- 
son of ledge formations encountered in 
the progress of the work. This sower 
when_completed will dralli the city farm 
buildings, and remove a possible cause of 
pollution to the new source of water sup- 
Ply.The board of health has called the at- 
tention of the city council, in an elaborate 
report and accompanying- plans, to the 
danger to public health arising from the 
present condition of Halo's brook, and 
recommends speedy action to abate or re- 
move the same. I recommend that a com- 
mittee of the oity council speedily con- 
sider the subject matter of the report, 
with the view to appropriate action by 
the city council. 
I again call youriattention to the defect- 
ive condition of an old stone drain run- 
ning from the Boston and Lowell rail- 
road through the? South common and 
across Charles and Central streets to Tyler 
street: this old drain should bo discon- 
tinued, and all the sewer connections re- 
moved from it. The sewers should be 
flushed and kept clean, otherwiee they 
engender disease acd aid in its dissemi- 
nation . 


The amount expended on sewers and 
drains last year was 5105,070.39. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department maintains its high 
rank in point of efficiency and equip- 
ment. 
The city has been fortunate dur- 
ing the year in escaping any large fires. 
The roll of the department consists of a 
chief engineer, four assistant engineers, 
74 permanent men, and 10i call men. The 
department has GO horses under its con- 
trol and 13 fire houses in use. 
The ap- 


paratus and appliances consist of 6 steam- 
ers, 11 hose carriages, i trucks, 2 chemical 
engines, 1 protective wagon, and 22,1)00 
feet of hose. A water tower was pur- 
chased by. tde committee on file depart- 
ment of 1892j and it was added to the fire 
apparatus lost year ; It is now housed in 
the High Street engine louse, but the ac- 
commodations are not sufficient lor per- 
manent retention in the placa where it is 
now kept. 


The amount expended for this depart- 
ment last year was ?141,81!3. 95. 


WATER WORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The work done by the water works de- 
partment the past year was large in 
amount, equal to that of 1892, which was 
claimed to be the heaviest in the history 
of the water works. The interest of the 
public at large with respect to the work 
of 1893 has been centered on the driven 
well work. 1 will endeavor briefly to in- 
form you as to the progress thus far made 
in the effort to obtain a new supply of 
water, both ae to present results and fu- 
ture possibilities. 


You will recall the fact that at the pres- 
ent time, and following 
experimental 
work in the year 1892, the city of Lowell 
made a contract with the Cook Well com- 
pany of St. Louis, whereby the company 
agreed to furnish the city of Lowell with 
a daily supply of ground water tqual to 
6, 000,000 gallons, for the performance of 
which work and' alter specified tests the 
oity contracted to pay the sum of 524,280, 
During the past year the Cook company 
entered upon its work: a system has 
been constructed 
in 
the 
valley 
oi 


Biver Meadow brook; and connected 
with 
pumps 
and 
distributing 
pipes 


provided by the water works. The pumps 
were started on the 16th of September, 
and have been at work without cessation 
since. 
The yield Irom the first has been, 


in round numbers, 2,000,000 gallons of 
water,, or 
about 
one-third ol 
the 


ordinary 
daily 
consumption. 
The 


yield is a disappointment to the Cook 
Well oomnany, but the manager ot the 
company is apparently none the less san- 
guine as to the final result. Additional 
wells have been sunk, and these will be 
added to the system as soon as the season 
will permit. II the new wells shall prove 
insufficient still more will be added. 
The nature oj the water as pumped is 
watched Irom day to day, and has proved 
to be of superior quality. Ths Coolc Well 
company has received to date Sfi,062.50. 
The water board is disappointed in the 
measure ol success, inasmuch as the close 
of 1893 failed to see the wells deliver 
what wad 
oromised— 5,000,000 
gallons 
daily, but the mixing of the new water 
with the old has been helpful, and still 
further improvement has come to the 
general supply as the result of extra exer- 
tion on the part ol Superintendent Thorn- 
as in the matter ol scoiiiing the water- 
way Iipm river, to pump wells, keeping the 
filter gallery and inlet in best possible 
condition, and frequent blowing 
off of 
the mains. 
; I hope, tuo water works officials will 
continue to make every exertion in their 
power, and I am sure they will be com- 
mended in. any reasonable outlay 
of 
money therefor. 
During the past year, by act ol city 
council, recommended by the 
water 
board, a ten per cent, discount has been 
made on all bills paid the city for use of 
water. A still further and important re- 
duction has been made to the users of 
water through meters, making the me- 
teied water rates of the city as low prob- 
ably as those of any other city in the 
country that pumps its water by steam 
power. 


Kor the details of earnings, expendi- 
tures on account of both waterworks and 
driven wella, I refer you to the report of 
the water board, which will soon be pub- 
lished. 


The water works balance commencing 
the new year is $20,158.79. The expendi- 
tures lor the year were ^11,901.86. 


DEPARTMENT. 


A new contract was made with the 
Lowell Electric Light company last year, 
which went into effect August 1st, and 
continues in force lor five years from that 
date. By its terms arc lights are f ur-« 
nished at 36 cents per light per night for 
one year from date, and thereafter at the 
rate of 3" cents per light per night for the 


remainder of tho term. Provision is also 
made for an ascertainment of tho amount 
o.I .liffht that ia to be furnished, and lor 
rebates 111 case of a failure to furnish the 
ainount of lighting contracted for. It Is 
wise to be generous in tSroviding electric 
lighting, but a word of caution is iieoos- 
sary to chock a dispoaitioh to prodigality 
m granting the nutnerouB requests made 
for additional electric lights: it should be 
borne in mind that at the present rates 
each electric light costs the city S131.40 a 
year. Ouo hundred and nineteenT electric 
lights have been added this year, about 
one-half of which are in actual operation. 


At present there aro 336 electric lights 
ill use, 821 gas lights, 502 gasoline lights. 
Bach electric light costs per year S131 40 
each gas light costs, $20.33, onch gasoline 
light $19.80. 


Afitatuteof the commonwealth requires 
the appointrrjont or election of an inspect- 
or or supervisor ot, wires by the cities of 
the stato. An effort was mado to comply 
with the law, last year, but the ordinance 
providing therefor failed to pass. Not- 
withstanding the Inllure to secure the 
services of an official inspector or super- 
visor ol wires, an effort was me do during 
the year to regulate and improve the con- 
dition 
ol 
the 
wires 
and 
poles in 
the 
city! Tho chief engineer ol tho 
lire department has detailed a mem ber 
ol the department familiar.with electrical 
service, to ascertain the whereabouts ol 
dead wires, und to.canso them to be re' 
moved; also to inspect tho polos and sup 
ports and the stringing of wires, and to 
report thereon, and to cause defects 
therein to be remedied to tho extent pos- 
sible so to'do under the existing condi- 
tions. As si rule the companies owuinj 
or making use oi wires havo co-opcratm. 
with, me In my efforts to improve the 
condition of the wires and poles of the 
city, but much more remains to be done, 
and it may require drastic methods to ac- 
complish indicnlTetornra in construction 
and maintenance. The uurflbor ol dead 
wircH removed was 1<10. 


The expense of this department last 
year was !J69;035.'16. 
, 
. 


POLICE. 


The police department ialn good condi- 
tion with respect to discipline and ef- 
ficiency, freedom from political control 
or interference is essential in this depart- 
ment to secure the beat results, and the 
chief of the department should be allowed 
a wide range in the rqcbmnjendation and 
selection of his subordinates, aud should 
be held strictly to a corresponding j-o- 
sponsibilty for the efficiency oJ tile de- 
partment under bis charge. The protec- 
tion ol life and person, preservation of 
property, and the observance of the laws 
generally, are entrusted to this depart- 
ment, and honesty, zeal, and intelligence 
should characterize tha performance of 
the duties of the members of tbio depart- 
ment. 
Tbe police force numbers 93 men, made 


up of a chief, two deputies, three ser- 
geants, five inspectors, two JteeperB, three 
court officers, GS patrolmen and 9 reserve 
men. 
The expenses ol this department for the 
year were £104,632:05. 


LICENSES. 


The most difficult and distressing ques- 
tion that confronts the municipalities of 
this commonwealth is the grantinj; of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. Theevilis easily reoosnized; the 
remedy is not so easily perceived. The 
danger is tbat in the attempt to discover 
and apply means to check or to prevent 
existing evils in the granting of licenses, 
other ovils almost as great 
may 
be 


brought into being. I am not fully pre- 
pared, there/ore, to recommend the ap- 
pointment of n commission co grant li- 
censes, or to recommend to the legisla- 
ture that the limitation of thenuuobcr of 
licenses tbat may be granted by towns 
and cities be removed. The appointment 
of n. commission would go fnr to lessen, 
and perhaps to remove, the existing evils, 
were it possible to banish political con- 
siderations in the choice of appointees, 
and to devise a method of appointment 
that would ensure the continuing service 
of incorruptible men. I would suggest 
that a committee be appointed to con- 
sider the subject carefully, and to report 
thereon to the oity council with its rec- 
ommendation!). 
The aldermen ought to be relieved, if 


possible, from the intrigues and impor- 
tunity incident to the granting of li- 
censes, and tbe time thus taken up be de- 
voted to the more legitimate needs of tho 
city. The obvious intent and meaning of 
the law relative to the granting ol li- 
censes is, that liquor should be sold only 
in connection with some bona-flde and 
legitimate business ineidental thereto, as 
for instance, that ol an innholdor, com- 
mon victualler, grocer, or apothecary. 
Tho first and fundamental 
question, 


therefore, for the licensing board to con- 
sider and 
determine is clearly 
thia: 
Whether the applicant for a license is en- 
gaged in such bona-tide, legitimate busi- 
ness. Great care alyo should be exercised 
an granting licenses of the sixth clasB 
(drtigcists1.), us to the number granted, 
and with respect to the standing itnd 
character of the recipient. The most per- 
uioious kind of liquor-selling is that en- 
gaged in under the m-eteuce of selling 
drucs and filliue prescriptions. The siffii 
ol the pestle and mortar, jars of colored 
water, and a soda fountain are not con- 
clusive evidence that tbe premises indi- 
cated thereby are lejitimnte depots of 
health supplies. 
PAWTUCKET BOULEVABD, COMMONS AND 


PARKS. 


In no department of the city are returns 
less satisfactory than tho department of 
commoug and parks. An entire lack of 
business methods and responsibility char- 
acterizes the employment of laborers, and 
of their supervision and discharge. There 
is a lack of unity and design that pre- 
vents tbe best results being obtained. 
The means of improvement should be 
quickly found, and immediately applied. 


The number of parka,. couimpno 
and 


E 


ark driveways have sufficiently increased 
2 number and extent as to warrant the 


appointment of a commission, to be com- 
posed of men of public spirit, possessed of 
good taste and integrity, to consider and 
determine upon a scheme for the care and 
supervision of the recreation grounds of 
the people, with.a view to securing an 
eulightenedsystem of management, and 
an economical expenditure ot the public 
money. The commonwealth, by recent 
legislation, and many of the great cltiea 
of the state and country have sot an ex- 
ample in this respect which may be fol- 
lowed with advantage in our own city. 
The appropriation for the boulevard 
lost year was J9000, less than one-half the 
amount of previous annual appropria- 
tions, and yet sufficient provision lor the 
needs of this fine driveway. 
The 
expenditure for commons and 
parka including,boulevard, was f2o,lBJ.^l. 


CH3IBTEBIES. 


The increased demand for burial lots in 
the Edson cemctei-.v mnde necessary the 
seizure of a large tract of land, consisting 
of 139.44S square feet, adjoining the ceme- 
tery. A fence has been erected about the 
lot and a tool-house and stable will 
probably be erected tills year. Experi- 
ence has shown the wisdom of giving the 
cont'ol and management of a burial 
eround to U-uatees; and in this connec- 
tion it gives me pleasure to commend the 
enerev and interest manifested by my as- 
sociates in the discharge'of their trust, 
Messrs. Fred \Voodies andTrank U. Dow. 


An ordinance was passed last year, that 


makes provision lor the receipt, care, and 
deposition of moneys paid to the treasur- 
er ol the oity for the care and preservation 
of burial lots in the Bdson cemetery. 
The amount, expended by this depart- 


ment during the year'.was J9,336.23. 


STATB AID, 


The acts of the year 1S90, as supplement- 


ed by the Act of Chap. 447 of the year 
1893, Ghap. 237, require reliel to be fur- 
nished to indigent soldiers and sailors and 
their families, by cities and towns under 
certain conditions. In this city such aid 
has been furnished to some extent under 
the direction of the overseers ol the poor. 
I recommend that c special appropriation 
be made for tha purpose, and l^hat inves- 
tigation ol applications lor aid, and the 
disbursements therefor, be made oy the 
secretary of the state aid committee. 


The whole amount, disbursed by the 
state aid department during the past year 
is 518,684. 


PA0PEE9. 


The increased hospital accommodations i 


at the oity farm havo been lull >- tented 
durintr the year. There aie 600 Inmates in 
the almshouse, dividing the 
classes u;j 
follows: Paupers, 198; chronic insi'.Ue, 
104; worichouBo, ISO; iurantes ol"-th» re- 
form school, 30. Tho expenditures for the 
year amount to ?SG,9W5.32. Jn'ire apparatus : 
and appliances at tha city farm h«ve bean 
increased and improved during the-year. 
Other projects nre under consideration to 
Improve the.fire service at this institu- 
tion. 


OHART13K AND OjfDLXANCES. 


Notwithstanding the adverse vote Bt 
the recent eteptlon upon the acceptance 
of the lefflslative act embodying ohanRca 
in tho ohartnr, 1 am very clear In niy own 
mind that there is a necessity for improve- 
ment in tho organic law of the cftv to 
conform to tho ohnuged conditions since 
the existing charter was adopted. In our 
city there seems to exist among tho vot- 
ers a feoliag ol timidity or ultra conser- 
vatism that will have to be overcome be- 
fore substantial allonges can be madu ID 
tho charter of the city.. 


VOTING PRECINCTS. 


I am gratified to state that my recom- 


mendation of last yonr, that a division of 
the ward preoiucts be made, with a view 
to lessening the number of voters in the 
larger precincts, has been adopted by tho 
city council, and will go into effect this 
oie^rt Tt° number ol voterB in each nre- 
Ea il"

Proceedings are pending in court Tor 
the abolition of certain gradecrosslrigs in 
this city, and action will soon bo taken 
thereon.

CONCLUSION. 


^Lowell Is no longer a town or a small 
pity; its growth and population and In- 
crease and wealth of area give It rank as a 
large municipality, and Its affairs should 
be administered with, foresight, aud a 
wise regard of its present needs aud its 
prospective development. The wlae busi- 
ness manager adapts his bugiucss meas- 
ures and appllancea to meet tha require- 
ments incident to an increase of trade.

Several stomKjrs will be absent, in at- 


tendance upon Senator Faulkner's wed- 
ding, ^nd ujany will not return from 
thcir'hbmes'or from other p]uce3 to which 
they,hav,e.gpi!B for the holidays until the 
first df next week. The senators prenCT- 
Blly feel-that-there.is'little that the. beno-tn 
can do iu the way of promoting legisla- 
tion until the/house shall act upon some 
of the measur'es before it. 


The senate calendar contains 104 re- 


ported'measures, but there are less than 
half, a dozen of these that will require 
any great amount of titno or considera- 
tion. There are a number of claims bills,

The 
Democratic members of tho wnys and 
menus committee hive not yet decided 
upon the limit which will be sefc upon the 
debate, but the Democratic leaders seem 
to believe that it ought not to run more 
tlirvn two weeks, four dar.n for general de- 
bale and the TO days for debate under tlie 
five minute rule. 


"Whether Mr. Wilson, who-is to open the 


debate, can speak on Wednesday will de- 
pend on whether the Republicans insist, 
Tipun the full reading of the bill before 
the: debate begins. Inasmuch as the for- 
mal reading was dispensed with when the 
McKinley bill was considered, the Demo- 
crats do not believe that the objections to 
dispensing with the reading of the Wilson 
bill will be interposed by the Republicans.

In order to prevent embarrassment on 


this point it has practically been decided 
by the. Democratic leaders to nUtnv the 
Hawaiian matter to be brought up in the 
shape of the McCreary substitute for the 
Hit* resolution on Friday, and to give 
that day and the next Saturday for its 
consideration. 
Whether the JMcCreary 


substitute, which condemns ex-Minister 
Stevens, -will be passed or not is doubtful, 
the pur-pose at this time being only to give 
both sides an opportunity to ventilate 
their ideas in order to get this question 
temporarily out of the way so that the 
tariff debate cauproceed uninterruptedly.

Pro lessor D. S. Holm an, a member of 


tho Academy of Natural Sciences, has iii- 
venteel an in&trumeut wiiioh he calls the 
Holman telomicroscope. 
It bridges the 


separation between tlio shortest range tel- 
escope, about four feet, and the longest 
range minroscope, about five inches. 
This 


instrument magnifies an object 100 times, 
the power running from two to 50 or more 
diameters. As tho medium of teaching 
science by object lest-ons it is believed it 
will prove vastly superior to th'e raiaro- 
scope, tor that instrument can be used by 
only one person. 


Tho teloruicroscope, projecting all ob- 


jects upon a screen, exhibits the sumo to 
nny number of people. It is as a universal 
projector that Professor Uolrnaia uses his 
instrument in his lectures, giving illustra- 
tions almost impossible to give with any 
other instrument. I'or instance, with the 
ohronmotrope, showing tho vortex ring 
motion, tho knotted spiral or ideal vorkx 
atom, light and lieat waves; tha radi- 
oinctcr; showing tho power ot heat waves; 
the Newton disk, illustrating tho compos- 
ite nature of white light; aootropes, or 
wheels of life, illustrating persistence of 
vision, aud the phouoidoscope,containing a 
soap film mirror, which responds to mu- 
sical tones in geometrical figures of shifting 
rainbow colors.—Philadelphia Press.

For bril- 
liancy aud purity of tint it cannot be 
equaled, and many a famous artist of the 
day turn* from his oil colors to ins ciayon 
box for relaxation, talcing great delight in 
the vivid and fresh effects which can bo 
produced by comparatively rapid work. It 
would doubtless qnitejaupersedo water col- 
ors as a convenient and satisfactory me- 
dium for .sketching were it nob for tho dan- 
ger o£ rubbing, for no "flxatif" has yet 
been found that does not detract from the 
boft yet brillianb effect which is its chief 
characteristic. Even with this disadvan- 
tage, however, it is becoming moie and 
more popular, according to the New York 
Tribune, which recommends those who are 
fond o£ sketching or painting to try this de- 
lightful art aud gi%res the following infor- 
mation about it: 


Giadunted colors, assorted, either for 


landscape OL portrait use can bo bought at 
uny oi' the places where artists' materials 
are sold, as well as paper prepared for the 
purpose. Many artists prefer vellum ;ind 
prepare it thumselves by rubbing it with 
gla;.s paper, No. 1, until it is uniformly 
roughened. Another paper that produces 
excellent effects is ordinary pumice paper, 
with a. coat of starch put on with a large, 
Kot't brush. When, this is dry, brush, off tie 
buiiaco powder, and it is ready for use. 
\Vhat is generally used is sanded oil paper 
manufactured especially for crayon work. 


J&'or porbrines it is best to put one or two 


thickues&c's o£ cloth on the board before 
tacking on the paper, us the rubbing is apt 
to tear it. Sketch the outline of your sub- 
ject, very sligL»lly with a hard brown crayon. 
A lead pencil should never bo used 
A. 


Stump it (ivory good thing to put in. the 
first lints with. Begin with the lights. 
Keep the various tints perfectly pure, and 
when tlwy iira all in blond them together 
with the finger.

The combined judgment, con- 
science and intelligence of many men 
having common interests in thoconsider- 
afcion and determination of public meas- 
ures, and dealing with them directly, is 
better than tbnt of one man, or a body of 
men, 
acting in a representative capacity. 


Unfortunately, the conditions incident 
to a large population in a community 
make it difficult to administer its affairs 
by moans of town 
meeting methods. 
Agents and instrumentalities must be 
employed to do the work necessary to be 
done, and therein is tho difficulty con- 
fronting the American people today in 
the government of cities. When the peo- 
ple themselves eeaso directly to govern, 
and transfer that power to others of their 
number, it is a step removed from the 
source of power, anil the danger to good 
government, by reason of selfish and ir- 
responsible action, begins. Men elected 
to public office are sometimes unmindful 
that they are servants, not the masters, 
and not unfroquently yield to the tempt- 
ation to make use of their position and 
the public funds for the advancement of 
private interests, and not for the public 
advantage. 
.Legislative action is 
too 
frequently 
sought for in aid of enterprises begotten 
wholly o£ selfish interests and intrigue, 
and constant watchfulness and discrimi- 
nation are necessary to distinguish be- 
tween measures of public benefit and proj- 
ects calculated to help the few at the ex- 
pense o£ the many. 


What will ensure good municipal gov- 


ernment? 
First. It is certain that the nomina- 
tion and election of honest and intelli- 
gent men to administer municipal affairs 
is essential to secure the end desired. 
Secondly. 
A manifestation and ex- 


pression of interest, watchfulness and 
concern by the people in the transactions 
of the governmental bodies of cities is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial, having the effect of 
a moral tonic. 
Thirdly. By a concentration of power, 


with accompanying responsibility, in the 
heads of the various departments, and ul- 
timately in the chief executive of ubo city, 
Eesponsibility without power is an in- 
justice, and divided responsibility is in- 
effective in the ratio of divisibility in the 
case of government by agents or represen- 
tatives. I am of the view expressed last 
year in my address to the city council, 
that the current expenses of the city 
should be paid from the tax levy to the 
extent it is possible to do so; but my ex- 
perience ot last year has convinced me of 
the necessity, as weli, of supplementing 
this recommendation with, another equal- 
ly as important: that the committees of 
the city council live within their appro- 
priations, otherwise the "pay-as-you-go" 
policy may result in the increase of the 
appropriations, and in an In'creaso of ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of the 
amounts appropriated. 


The chief items of expenditure are la- 
bor and material,; principally, the item of 
labor. In some of tho departments the 
employment of labor is proportionate to 
the amount of tho appropriation, and at 
times disproportionate to the legitimate 
needs of the city in this respect. 
The 
practical 
thoughts I wish to 
emphasize 
in leaving this branch of 


my subject are few and easily under- 
stood. Employ business methods in the 
conduct of the city's affairs. Pay the cur- 
rent; expenses from the tax levy to the ex- 
tent the law will admit, but live within 
the appropriation when made, and get a 
fair equivalent for every dollar of money 
expended. Give careful examination to 
every measure that comes before the city 
council, guarding against parsimony on 
the one hand and extravagance on the 
other, but mindful of the needs of the fu- 
ture as well as the present. 
I will first invite your attention to the 
financial condition oi the city from a 
statement furnished to me by the audi- 
tor:

CITY LIBEABY. 


In the month of June the library and 
reading-room were opened to the public 
at their new quarters in the Memorial 
building, and, with increased acpommo- 
dations and admirable facilities for the 
growth and development of the! library 
and reading-room, the Increase of patron- 
age has been so large aa to necessitate the 
opening and furnishing of a new room to 
supply the grow'ing demands for space. A 
large number of photographs of places of 
historic interest in liurope have been 
hung on the wails, and plaster busts and 
statues artistically arranged in the read- 
ing-room—a step in the direction of art 
culture in Lowell that has long been 
needed.

SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The schools of Lowell were never in 
better condition than they are today 
Under the wise and energetic supervision 
of the superintendent, modern methods 
of instruction have been introduced to, 
and various agencies employed to awaken 
interest in educational matters in tho 
city. The teachers, as a rule, are enthu- 
siastic, as shown by their frequent meet- 
ings and conferences; and thg results 
cannot be otherwise than beneflciaj.. The 
success attendant upon the introduction 
of kindergarten methods of instruction, 
into the nubile schools of the city is un- 
questioned. Kindergarten schools were 
established last year in Centralville, at 
the training school, and at the Moody 
school. 
A manual training school has been es- 
tablished within a few months at the old 
city hall, and the progress of the experi- 
ment in this_ city will be watched with 
the deepest interest. 
The evening schools of every grade are 
in excellent condition, and receive the 
hearty support and favoring care of the 
school board. 
1 commend to your perusal the report 


of thesuperjntendent for more exact in- 
formation of the condition and needs of 
the schools. 
The amount expended in 
this department is very large, but it is 
cheerfully paid by the tax-payers, if it be 
shown that the schools maintain their 
high 
standard 
of 
excellence. 
The 
strength, and perpetuity of the public de- 
pends largely upon the intelligence of 
the people, and the extended character of 
the intelligence is to be measured by the 
efficiency of the public schools, 
During 
tho year two fine school houses have been 
completed, and are_ now in use, the 
(Moody school building and the new high 
school building, Tb,is year tho Cheims- 
lord street school will be finished, and 
the extension to tho Bntler school build- 
ing completed, 


The total expenditures for schools for 
the past year were $226,015, and for school- 
houses ?1S4,081.30, 


BOAED 01? HEALTH. 


The fears entertained of a visitation to 
the city last year of cholera or typhoid fe- 
ver were, happily, not well founded. 
In- 


deed, the city was unusually free from pes- 
tilence or unusual fatality from disease 
during the year. I believe tho board of 
health has been vigilant in guarding 
against the advent or spread of disease, 
and is equipped and provided with agen- 
cies to prevent or check epidemics in our 
midst. It is very certain that a largo 
amount of money is expended by this de- 
partment, and there would be no excuse 
for failure to meet the needs of the public 
in case of exigency. 
The city is endeavoring to secure a pur- 
er source of water supply than is afforded 
by the Merrimack river, by the use of 
driven wells, and, if successful in its at- 
tempt, it will materially reduce the pres- 
ent menace to public health. The dispo- 
sition of swill, garbage, and other waste 
products is not wholly a solved problem 
as yet by the crematory. A considerable 
proportion of the waste products of the 
city by reason of the lack of facilities 
cannot be disposed of by combustion, and 
it is one of the vexing questions tor tho 
future how to dispose of all the waste 
products of tho city at the least expense 
and with the least annoyance to the citi- 
zens, l a m very clear in my view that 
swill should not be made a subject of 
merchandise, with the risiz of its being 
fed to cattle, nor should it be deposited 
on dumps. 
It is not improbable that in 


the near future some means will be dis- 
covered to utilize thcao waste products 
without occasioning a nuisance or injury 
to public health. 
As it is, the crematory 
is doing a great deal to lessen the evils 
confessedly existing prior to its intro- 
duction. Two inspectors were appointed 
last year, having passed the 
examination 
required by the rules of the civil service. 
Their duties are to make a thorough 
and systematic examination of tenement 
houses in the city, and to tabulate their 
reports for office use. 
The expenditures in this department 


for the past year were $49,226.64. 


MILK INSPBCTOB. 


The city is fortunate in having in its 


.service as inspector of meat and provi- 
sions a gentleman who combines zeal 
with knowledge in the discharge of his 
duties. The duties of the office are no 
longer performed in a perfunctory man- 
ner, but with a scientific skill and accu- 
racy befitting the nature of the work in- 
cident to the position. About 12BS sam- 
ples of milk have been chemically an- 
alyzed by this official the nast year, and 
about 33 samples of water have been an- 
alyzed, 
i 
STBBBTS. 


Last year was an unusually active one in 
the department of streets, due in part to 
extraordinary causes. There were unusu- 
ally heavy falls of snow last winter, and 
the city did its lull share toward making 
the roads and ways passable, which, en- 
tailed the employment of an unusually 
large number of men. Later in the year 
the depressed condition of business re- 
i 


suited iu a largo increase of the unom. 
ployed, nnd contributed tio increase ma 
terinlly the ordinary cjuota of irien in th 
employment of the city in this depart 
rneut. Ciielmaford street was paved las 
year; also Lakeview avenue. Labor con 
stitutes the chief item of expense, aud th 
sum expended therefor is almost whollj 
dependent upon the amount of the appro 
priation and the pleasure of tho commit 
tee on streets. The amount expended fo 
paving last year was J35,367.27. 
It is a large undertaking to keep th 
streets and ways in rcjDair, and to do th 
work necessary to be done in the streo 
department, but there is a temptation t 
extravagance in the expenditure of mone 
therefor, which should be resisted, and 
above all, a fair equivalent should be re 
ceived for every dollar spent., Ther 
should be a weekly or fortnightly recor 
and inspection of every street, way, an 
biidge in the city, and a zealous cffor 
made to have all the streets in the c 
kept in good average condition at all sen" 
sons of the year. The city should not b 
burdened with tbe expense of accepting 
streets and putting them in condition fo 
travel. Prior to acceptance they HhouL 
be graded and put in proper condition b, 
the owner o£ the fee. Tiio expenditure 
in this department during the yenr wer 
5132,047.80. 


WATERING STREETS, 


The streets of the city are now waters 
by the street department. An assess 
ment is levied upon the estates abuttinf 
on the street, or portion of the street, HI 
watered. The city owns, and makes UB 
of, 17 watering carts, nnd waters about 2 
miles of street; an increase of 4% mile 
over last year. 
The sum of jfl7,380.90 was expended thj 
past year. 


BKIBOHS. 


Tho city council has authorized tho re 
building of tho bridge on East Bterrimac! 
street over Concord river, and work wii 
probably be started upon it early nex 
spring. 


SBWBKS AND DBAINS. 


A very large amount o£ sewer construe 
tion was done last year, and a very largi 
sum was expended therefor, as appears by 
the statement hereinafter made. 
It is 


money well spent, provided care be ex 
ercisedin the location of new sowers, with 
respect to tho urgency of needs and the 
number of persons to be benefited by th< 
construction. Brick sewers were built 
oi-are now in process of construction, ii 
Centralville, Chelrnsford street, and i?os 
torstrset. The work of construction o 
the (Jhelmsiord street sewer has been irn 
peded and the expense enhanced by rea 
son of ledge formations encountered in 
the progress of the work. This sowei 
when completed will drain the city farn 
buildings, and remove a possible cause o 
pollution to the new source of water sup 


'he board of health has called the at- 
tention of the city council, in an elaborate 
report and accompanying plans, to the 
danger to public health arising from the 
present condition of Male's brook, and 
recommends speedy action to abate or re- 
move the same. I recommend that a com- 
mittee of the oity council speedily con- 
sider the subject matter of the report 
with the view to appropriate action by 
the city council. 
I again call yb,ur|attention toithe defect- 


ive condition of an old stone drain run- 
ning from the Boston and Lowell rail- 
road through the South common anc 
across Charles and Central streets to Tyler 
street; this old drain should be discon- 
tinued, and all the sewer connections re- 
moved from it. The sewers should be 
flushed and kept clean, otherwise they 
engender disease-and aid in its dissemi- 
nation. 


The amount expended on sewers auc 
drains last year was £106,070.39. 


E'lB.E^DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department maintains its high 
rank in point of efficiency and equip- 
ment. 
The city has been fortunate dur- 
ing the year in escaping any large fires 
Tbo roll of the department consists of 
_ 


chief engineer, four assistant engineers 
74 permanent men, and 10i call men. Tho 
department has 60 horses under its con- 
trol and 13 fire houses in use. 
The ap- 


paratus and appll'anceB consist of B steam- 
ers, 11 hose carriages, 4 trucks, 2 chemica 
engines, 1 protective wagon, and 22,1)00 
feet of hose. A water tower was pur- 
chased by the'cominittee on fire depart- 
ment of 1892, and it •was added to the tire 
apparatus last year; it is now housed in 
the High street engine house, but the ac- 
commodations are not sufficient for per- 
manent retention-in the place whore it is 
now kept. 
The amount expended for this depart- 
ment last year was 5141,81(5.90. 


WATERWORKS DEPARTMENT. 


The work done by the water works de- 
partment the past year was large in 
imount, equal to that of 1892, which was 
claimed to be the heaviest in the history 
of the water works. The interest of the 
public at large with respect to tho work 
Of 1893 has been centered on tho driven 
well work. 1 will endqavor briefly to in- 
form you as to the progress thus far mado 
in tho effort to obtain n new 
supply ol 


water, both as to present results and fu- 
ture possibilities. 


You will recall the fact that ntthe pres- 
ent time, and following 
experimental 


work in the year 1892, tho city of Lowell 
mado a contract with the Cook Well com- 
pany of St. Louis, whorebj' the company 
agreed to furnish the city of .Lowell with 
a daily supply of ground water tqual to 
D,000,000 gallons, for the performance ol 
which work and after specified tests the 
iity contracted to pay tho sum of ?2J,250. 
During the past yenr tho Cook company 
entered 
upon 
its work; a system has 
jcen constructed 
in 
the 
valley 
of 
River Meadow brook, and connected 
with 
pump? 
and 
distributing pipes 
provided by the water works. The pumps 
were started on the ISth of September, 
and have bfeen at work without cessation 
since. 
The yield from the first has been, 
in round numbers, 2,000,000 gallons of 
Water, 
or 
about 
one-third 
of 
tho 
ordinary 
daily 
consumption. 
The 


yield is a disappointment to the Cook 
Well company, but the manager of the 
company is apparently none the less san- 
guine as to the final result. Additional 
wells hnvo been sunk, and these will be 
added to the system as soon as the season 
vill permit. If the now wells shall provo 
.nsulHeitmt still more will bo added. 


The nature of the water as pumped is 
watched from day to day, and has proved 
;o be of superior quality. The Cook Well 
company has received to date SG,062.BO. 
The water board is disappointed in tho 
measure of success, inasmuch as the close 
of 1893 failed to see the wells deliver 
,vhat was 
promised—5,000,000 
gallons 
dally, but tho mixing of the new water 
vith.the old has been helpful, and still 
further improvement, has come to tbo 
general supply aa tho result of extra oxcr- 
iion on the part of Superintendent Thom- 
as in the matter of scouring the water- 
way from river to pump wells, keeping the 
filter gallery and inlet in best possible 
condition, and frequent blowing off of 
'he mains. 


S hope tho water works 
officials will 
continue to make every exertion in their 
power, and I am sure they will be com- 
nonded in any reasonable outlay 
of 
noney 6'herofor. 


During the past year, by act of city 


council, recommended by the 
water 
board, a ton per cent, discount has been 
nade on all bills paid the city for use of 
water. A still further and important re- 
duction has been made to the users of 
water through meters, making the me- 
tered water rates of the city as low prob- 
ably as those of any other city in the 
country that pumps its water by steam 
power. 
for the details of earnings, expendi- 
tures on account of both water works and 
driven wells, I refer you to the report of 
ihe water board, which will soon bo pub- 
.ished.

remainder of thotei-m. I's-ovisidn is also 
made for an ascertainment of tbo amount 
of light that is to be furnished, and for 
rebatca in case ot n failure to furnish tho 
amount of lighting contracted lor. It is 
wise to be generous in providing electric 
lighting, but a word of caution is neces- 
sary to check a disposition to prodigality 
in granting the numerous requests mado 
for additional electric lights: it should bo 
borne in mind that nt the present rates 
each olectric light costs the city S131.40 a 
year. Ono hundred and nineteen cleotno 
lights have been added this year, about 
one-halt of which arc In actual operation. 
At present there are 331! clocti-ic liphts 


in use, 823 gas lights, 502 ganoliuo lln-hta. 
Each olectric light costs per year P131 40 
each gas light costs, ?20.33, oi'ich gasoline 
light $19.80. 


A Htatute of the commonwealth requires 
the appointment or election of an inspect- 
or or supervisor of wires by the cities of 
the state. An effort was made to comply 
with tbe law lust year, but tho ordinance 
providing therefor failed to pass. Not- 
withstanding the failure to seeuro the 
services of nn olfieialinspoclor or aupor- 
visor of wires, an effort was made during 
the year to regulate and improve the con- 
dition 
of 
the 
wires 
and 
polos In 
tho 
city. The chief engineer of tho 


fire department has detailed n mumbci: 
of 1 he department familial* with electrical 
service, to ascertain tho whereabouts of 
dead wirea, and to cause them to bo re- 
moved; also to i inspect the polos and sup- 
ports and the stringing of wires, and to 
report thoreon, and to cause defects 
therein 10 bo remedied lo the extent pos- 
sible so to do under tho existing condi- 
tions. As a rule the companies owning 
or making use of wires have co-operated 
with me in my efforts to improve tho 
condition of tho wires aud polub of the 
city, but much more remains to bo done, 
and it may require drastic methods to ac- 
complish radical reforms in construction 
and niaintoiiuncc. Tho nuir-ber of cloud 
wires removed was ISO. 


The expense of this department last 


year was $09,035.40, 


POLICE. 


The police department is in good condi- 


tion with respect, to discipline and ef- 
ficiency. Freedom from political control 
or interference is essential in this depart- 
ment to secure the bebt results, and the 
chief of the department should bo allowed 
a wide range in the recommendation and 
selection of his subordinates, and should 
be held strictly to a corresponding ve- 
sponsibilty for the efficiency of the de- 
partment under his charge. The protec- 
tion of life and person, preservation of 
property, and the observance of the laws 
generally, nre entnibted to this depart- 
ment, and honesty, zeal, and intelligence 
should characterize the performance of 
tho duties of the members of this depart- 
ment.

MCBNHIES. 


The most difficult and distressing quen- 
tiou that confronts the municipalities of 
this commonwealth io the 
granting of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. Thcevilis easily recognised; the 
remedy is not so easily perceived. The 
danger is that in the attempt to discover 
a'nd apply means to check or to prevent 
existing evils in the granting of licenses, 
other uvils almost as great may 
be 
brought into being. I am not fully pre- 
pared, therefore, to recommend the ap- 
pointment of a commission 10 grant li- 
censes, or to recommend to the Ic'Kiwlu- 
ture that the limitation of tlio number of 
licenses that may be granted by tou us 
and cities bo removed. The appointment 
of a commission would go far to lessen, 
and perhaps to remove, the existing evils, 
were it pobsible to banish political con- 
siderations in the choice of appointees, 
and to devise a method of appoint meut 
that would ensure the continuing service 
of incorruptible men. I would suggest 
that a committee be appointed to con- 
sider the subject carefully, and to report 
thereon to the city council with its rec- 
ommendations. 
The aldermen ought to bo relieved, if 


possible, from the intrigues and impor- 
tunity incident to the granting of li-" 
censes, and the time thus taken up bo do- 
votcd to the more legitimate needs of the 
city. The obvious intent and meaning of 
the law relative to tho granting of li- 
censes is, that liquor should be sold only 
in connection with some bona-fido and 
legitimate business incidental thereto, as, 
for instance, that of an innholdor, com- 
mon victualler, grocer, or apothecary. 
Tho first and fundamental 
question, 
therefore, for the licensing board to con- 
sider and 
determine is clearly 
this: 
Whether the applicant lor a license in en- 
gaged in such bona-iide, legitimate busi- 
ness. Great care also should be exercised 
in granting licenses of the sixth claw) 
(druggists'), as to the number granted, 
and with respect to the standing and 
character of the recipient. Tho maul per- 
nicious kind oi Hquoi'-suUinff is thai, cu- 
gngod in under the pretence of selling 
drugs and filling prescriptions. The sitfii 
of tho pestle and mortar, jar.s of colored 
water, and a soda fountain are not con- 
clusive evidence that the pro-nines indi- 
cated thereby are legitimate depots of 
health supplies. '

Tlio Holmau Telernicroseopa. 


Professor D. S. Holmnn, a member of 


tha Academy of. Natural Sciences, has in- 
vented an instrument which he calls the 
Holman telcmicroscope. 
It bridges the 


separation between the shortest range tel- 
escope, about four feet, and the longest 
range microscope, about five inches. This 
instrument magnifies an object 100 times, 
the power rumiiug from two to 50 or more 
diameters. As the medium of teaching 
science by object le.ssong it is believed it 
will prove vastly superior to tlie micro- 
scope, for that instrument can be used by 
only one person. 


The tele-microscope, projecting all ob- 


jects upon a screen, exhibits the samo to 
nny number of people. It is as a universal 
projector that Professor Holmaa uses his 
instrument in his lectures, giving illustra- 
tions almost impossible to give with nny 
other instrument. For instance, "with the 
chronmotrope, showing tho vortex ring 
motion, the knotted spiral or ideal vortex 
atom, light and heat waves; fcha radi- 
ometer; showing the pow-er of heat waves; 
the Newton disk, illustrating the compos- 
ite nature of white light; zootropes, or 
wheels of life, illustrating persistence of 
vision, and the plioueidoscope,containing a 
soap film mirror, -which responds to mu- 
sical tones ia geometrical figures of shifting 
rainbow colors.—Philadelphia Press.

Pastel painting is an art that lias come 


greatly to.the fora of late years. For bril- 
liancy and purity of tint it cannot be 
equaled, and many a famous artist of the 
day turns from his oil colors to his crayon 
box for relaxation, taking great delight in 
the vivid und fresh effects which can bo 
produced by comparatively rapid vrork. It 
would doubtless quite .Kirpei'seda -water col- 
ors as a convenient and satisfactory me- 
dium for .sketching -were it nob for the dan- 
ger of rubbing, for no "fixatif" has yet 
been found that docs not detract from the 
soft yet brilliant effect which is its chief 
characteristic. Even with this disadvan- 
tage, however, it is becoming more and 
more popular, according to the New York 
Tribune, which.recommends those who are 
fond of sketching or painting to try this de- 
lightful ;\rt and gives the following infor- 
mation about ifc: 


Graduated coloi's, assorted, either for 


landscape or portrait use can be bought at 
any of the places where artists' materials 
arc sold, us well as paper prepared for the 
purpose. Many artists prefer vellum and 
prepare it themselves by rubbing it with 
gla;« paper, No. ], until it is uniformly 
rongheued. Another paper that produces 
excellent effects is ordinary pumice paper, 
with a coat of starch put on with, a large, 
soft brush. When this is dry, brush off the 
surface powder, and it is ready for use. 
What is generally used is sanded oil paper 
manufactured especially for crayon work. 


I«'or portraits ib is best to put one or two 


thicknesses of cloth on the board before 
tacking on the paper, us the rubbing is apt 
to tan1 it. Sketch the outline of your sub- 
ject, very sligL-:ly with Jihard brown crayou. 
A lead pencil should, never be used. A. 
Stump is sivery wood thiny to put in the 
first tints with. Begin with tho lights. 
Keep the various tints perfectly pure, and 
when they 111-2 all in blond them together 
with the Huge1!1. AL'icrward they may be 
worked, over with the crayon point to give 
additional depth and color. There are so 
many .surprises in ci-,'i5'oii painting, and in- 
spirations, as ic won.1, o& which the artist 
may avail himself, tlmt experiments with. 
It after a certain proficiency has beeir ob- 
tained are very fascinating,

Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Tho best form of government by the 


people ia that exemplified by the town 
meeting. The combined judgment, con- 
science and intelligence of many men 
having common interests in the consider- 
ation and determination of public meas- 
ures, and dealing with, them directly, is 
better than that of ono man, or a body of 
men, acting in a representative capacity. 


Unfortunately, the conditions incident 


to a largo population in a community 
make it difficult to administer its affairs 
by means of town 
meeting methods. 


Agents and instrumentalities must be 
employed to do the work necessary to be 
done, and therein is tlio difficulty 
con- 


fronting the American people today in 
the government ot cities. When tbepeo- 
pln themselves ceasa directly to govern, 
nnd transfer that oower to others of their 
number, it ia a step removed from the 
source of power, and the danger .to good 
government, by reason of seliisfi and ir- 
responsible action, begins. Men elected 
to public office are sometimes unmindful 
that they are servants, not the masters, 
and not unfrequently yield to the tempt- 
ation to make use of their position and 
the public tunds lor the advancement ol 
private interests, and not for tee public 
advantage. 


Legislative action ia 
too. frequently 


sought for in aid of enterprises begotten 
wholly of selfish interests and intrigue, 
and constant watchfulness and discrimi- 
nation are necessary to distinguish be- 
tween measures of public benefit andproj- 
ects calculated to help the few at the ex- 
pen se of the many. 


What will ensure good municipal gov- 


ernment? 
First. It is certain that the nomina- 
tion and election of honest.and intelli- 
gent men to administer municipal affairs 
is essential to secure the eud desired. 


Secondly. 
A manifestation and ex- 


pression of interest, watchfulness and 
concern by the people in the transactions 
of the governmental bodies of cities is ex- 
ceedingly beneficial, having the effect of 
a moral tonic. 
Thirdly. By a concentration o[ power, 
with accompanying responsibility, in the 
heads of the various departments, and ul- 
timately in the chief executive of uoe city, 
.Responsibility without power is an in- 
justice, and divided responsibility is in- 
effective in the ratio of divisibility in the 
case of government by agents or represen- 
tatives. I am of the view. expressed last 
year ill my address to the city council, 
that the current expenses o! the city 
should be paid from the tax levy to the 
extent it is possible to da so; but my ex- 
perience of last year has convinced me of 
the necessity, as well, of supplementing 
this recommendation with another equal- 
ly as-important: that the committees ol 
the city council live within their appro- 
priations, otherwise the "pay-as-you-go" 
policy may result in the increase of the 
appropriations, and in an increase of ex- 
travagance in the expenditure of the 
amounts appropriated. 


The chief items ol expenditure are la- 


bor and material; principally, the item of 
labor. In some of the departments the 
employment ot labor is proportionate to 
the amount ol tho appropriation, and afc 
times disproportionate to the legitimate 
needs of the city in this respect. 
The

tb.ough.ta I wish to 


emphasize 
in leaving this 
branch, ol 


my subject are few and easily under- 
stood. Employ business methods in the 
conduct of the city's affairs. Pay the cur- 
rent exuenses from the tax levy to the ex- 
tent the law will admit, but live within 
the appropriation when made, and get a 
fan1 equivalent for every dollar of money 
expended. Give careful examination to 
every measure that comes before the city 
council, guarding against parsimony on 
the ons; hand and extravagance on the 
other, but mindful ol the needs of the fu- 
ture as well as the present, 
I will first invite your attention to the

Last year was exceptional in the history 


of. tho city with respect to the number 
and character of the public Buildings that 
were completed, dedicated, and utilized 
for public purposes. The first in time 
during the year was the Moody school 
building, which was dedicated with ap- 
propriate exercises on the twelfth day of 
April. Memorial building was dedicated 
on the third day of Juno; the new city 
hall was dedicated on the fourteenth, day 
of October, and the new high school 
building on the twenty- tirst day ot De- 
cember. It is a remarlr.ablo record for one 
year, and is_ illustrative of the growth, 
public spirit, and the prosperity of the 
city. I have grouped the new buildings 
under one head, for the purpose, in .ipart, 
of giving a compact statement of the ex- 
penditures incurred in the erection ot 
these buildings.

CITY LIBEAHY. 


In the month o[ June the library and 
reading-room were opened to the public 
at their new quarters in the Memorial 
building, and, with increased accommo- 
dations and admirable facilities for the 
growth and development of the, library 
and.reading-room, the increase of patron- 
age has been so large as to necessitate the 
opening and furnishinR of a new room to 
supply the growing demands for space. A 
large number of photographs of places ol 
historic interest in Europe have been 
hung on the walls, and plaster busts and 
statues artistically arranged in the read- 
ing-room—a step in tbe direction of art 
culture in Lowell that has long been 
needed.

SCHOOLS AJtfD SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The schools of Lowell were never in 


better^ condition than they are today. 
Under the wise and energetic supervision 
of the superintendent, ruo.dern methods 
of instruction have been introduced to, 
and various agencies employed to awaken 
interest in educational matters in the 
city. The teachers, as a rule, are enthu- 
siastic, as shown by their frequent meet- 
ings and conferences; and the results 
cannot be otherwise than beneficial. The 
success attendant upon the introduction 
ol kindergarten methods of instruction 
into the public schools of the city is un- 
questioned. Kindergarten schools were, 
established last year in Centralville, at 
the training school, and at the Moody 
school. 
; 


A manual training school has been es- 


tablished within a few months at the old 
city hall, and the progress o£ the experi- 
ment in this city will be watched with 
the deepest interest. 


The evening schools of every grade are 


in excellent condition, and receive the 
hearty support and favoring care ol the 
school board. 
1 commend to your perusal tiie report 


of thasuperintendent lor more exact in- 
formation of the condition and needs of 
the schools. 
The amount expended in 


this department ia very large, but it is 
cheerfully paid by the tax-payers, ii it be 
shown that tha schools maintain their 
high 
standard 
of 
excellence. 
The 


strength and perpetuity of the public der 
pends largely upon the 
intelligence of 


the people, and tho extended character of 
the intelligence is to be measured by the 
efficiency of the public schools. 
During 


the year two fine school houses have been 
completed, and are now m

JVIoody school building and the new high, 
school building. Tl^is year tho Chelms- 
lord street school will be finished, and 
the extension to toe Butler, school build- 
ing completed. 


The total expenditures for schools for 


the past year were S226,Qlfj, and for school- 
houses 5lS4,OS1.30. 


BOARD OP HEALTH. 


The fears entertained of a visitatio_n to 


the city last year of cholera or typhoid fe- 
ver were, happily, not well founded. 
In- 


deed, the city was unusually free from pes- 
tilence or unusual fatality from disease 
during the year. I believe the board of 
health has been vigilant in guarding 
against the advent or spread of disease, 
and is equipped and provided with agen- 
cies to prevent or check epidemics in our 
midst, It is very 
certain taat a large 


amount of money is expended by this de- 
partment, and there would be no excuse 
for failure to meet the needs of tha public 
in case of exigency. 


The city is endeavoring to' secure a pur- 


er source of water supply than is afforded 
by the Merrimack river, by the use ol 
driven wells, and, ii successful in its at- 
tempt, it will materially reduce tbe pres- 
ent menace to public health. The dispo- 
sition of swill, garbage, and other waste 
products is not wnolly a. solved problem 
as yet by the crematory. A considerable 
proportion of the waste products of the 
city by reason ol the lack ol facilities 
cannot be disposed of by combustion, and 
it is one ol trie vexing questions for the 
future .bow to dispose ol a-ll the waste 
products of the city at the least expense 
and with, the least annoyance to the citi- 
zens. 
I am very clear in my view that 


swill should not be made a subject ol 
merchandise, with the risk ol its being 
led to cattle, nor should it be deposited 
on dumps. It is not improbable that in 
the near future some means will be dis- 
covered to utilize these waste products 
without occasioning a nuisance or injury 
to public health. 
As it is, the crematory 


is doing a great deal to lessen the evils 
confessedly existing prior to its intro- 
duction. Two inspectors were appointed 
last year, having passed the examination 
required by the rules of the civil service. 
Their duties are to make a. thorough 
and systematic examination of tenement 
houses in the city, and to tabulate their 
.reports lor ofllce use. 
The expenditures in this department 


for the past year were §49,226.54. 


MILK OTSPECTOB. 


The city is fortunate in having in its 
.service as inspector ol meat and provi- 
sions a gentleman who combines zeal 
with knowledge ia the discharge ol his 
duties. The duties ol the office are no 
longer performed in a pcrlunctory 
man- 


ner, bun with a scientific still and accu- 
racy be&tting the nature of tbe work in- 
cident to the position. About 1258 
sam- 
ples of milk have been chemically an- 
alyzed by this official the past year, and 
about 33 samples ol water nave been an- 
alyzed. 


STREETS. 


Last year was an unusually active one in 
the department of streets, due in part to 
extraordinary causes. There were unusu- 
ally heavy falls of snow last winter, and 
the city did its full share toward making 
the roads and ways passable, which, en- 
tailed the employment of an unusually 
large number of men. Later in the year 
the depressed condition ol business re- 


sulted in a large increase of tlie unem- 
ployed, and contributed to ih'crease ma- 
terially the ordinary quota ot m'fin in the 
employment of the city in this deport- 
ment. Cnelmaford street was paved last 
year; also Lakeview avenue. Labor con- 
stitutes tlie chief item of expense, and the 
sum expended therefor is almost wholly 
dependent upon tbe amount of the appro- 
priation and tlie pleas'ure of the commit- 
tee on streets. The amount expended lor 
paving last year was ?EI5,367.27. 


It ia a large undertaking to keep the 


streets and ways in repair, and to do the 
work necessary to be done iu the street 
department, bat there is a temptation to 
extravagance in the expenditure of money 
therefor, which should be resisted, and, 
above all, n fair equivalent should be re- 
ceived for every dollar 
spent., Tliere 


should be a weekly or fortnightly record 
and inspection of every street, way, and 
bridge in tho city, and a zealous effort 
made to .have all the streets in the city 
kept in good average condition at all sea- 
sons of the year. The city should not be 
burdened with the expense of accepting 
streets and putting them in condition lor 
travel. Prior to acceptance they should 
be graded and put in proper condition by 
the owner of tne lee. The expenditures 
in this department during tho year were 
$132,047.80. 


V\7ATEHING STBEETS. 


The streets of the city ace now watered 


by the street department. An assess- 
ment is levied upou the estates abutting 
on the street, or'portion of the street, so 
watered. The city owns, and makes use 
of, 17 watering carts, and waters about 25 
miles ol street; an increase ol 4% miles 
over last year. 


The sum of $17,380.99 was expended the 
past year. 


BBIDQES. 


The city council has authorized ths re- 


building oltlie bridge on East Merrimack 
street over Concord river, and work will 
probably be started upon it early next 
spring. 


SEWERS AND DRAI3JS. 


A %rery]arge amount of sewer construc- 


tion, was done last year, and a very large 
sum was expended therefor, as appears by 
the statement hereinafter made. 
It is 


money well spent, provided care be ex- 
ercised in the location of new sewers, with, 
respect to the urgency of needs and the 
number of persons to be benefited by the 
construction. Brick sewers were built, 
or-are now in process of construction, in 
Centralville, Chelmsford street, and Fos- 
ter street. The work of construction of 
the Uhelrnsfbrd street sewer has been im- 
peded and tlie expense enhanced by rea- 
son ol ledge formations encountered in 
the progress ol the work. This sewer 
when completed will drain the city form 
buildings, and remove a possible cause of 
pollution to the new source of water sup- 
ply- 
The board of health has called the at- 


tention of the city council, in an elaborate 
report and accompanying plane, to the 
danger to public health arising from the 
present condition ol Rale's brook, and 
recommends speedy action to abate or re- 
move the same. I recommend that a com- 
mittee ol the city council speedily con- 
sider trie subject matter of the report, 
with the view to appropriate action by 
she city council. 


I again call y'quriattonfciontoithe defect- 


ive condition 61 an old stone drain run- 
ning from the Boston and Lowell rail- 
road through the South common and 
across Charles and Central streets to Tyler 
street; this old drain should be discon- 
tinued, and all the B'ewer connections re- 
moved from it. The sewers should be 
flusned and kept clean, otherwise they 
engender disease-und aid in its dissemi- 
nation. 


The amount expended on sewers and 


drains last year was'5106,070.39. 


P1E.&.DEPAHTMENT. 


The -fire departmen,t,maintains its high 
rant in point of efficiency and equip- 
ment. 
The city has been, lortunate 
dur- 
ing the year in escaping any large fires. 
The roll of the department consists of a 
chief engineer, lour assistant engineers, 
74 permanent men, and 101 call men. 
The 
department has 60 horses under its con- 
trol and 13 fire houses in use. The ap- 
paratus and appliances consist of 6 steam- 
ers, 11 hose carriages, 4 trucks, 2 chemical 
engines, 1 protective wagon, and 22,1)00 
feet of hose. A water tower was 
pur- 
chased by the'committee on flre depart- 
ment of 1892, and it was added to the fire 
apparatus last year.; it is now housed in 
the High street engine house, but the ac- 
commodations are not sufficient lor per- 
manent retention'in. the place where it is 
now kept. 
The amount expended for this depart- 
ment last year was 5141,813.05. 


WATER WOHKS DEPARTMENT. 


Tiie work done by the water works de- 


partment the past year was large in 
amount, equal to that of 1S92, which was 
claimed to be the heaviest in tbe history 
ol the water works. The interest ol the 
public at large with respect to the work 
of 1893 has been centered on the driven 
well work. 1 will endeavor briefly to in- 
form you as to the progress thus far made 
in tbe effort to obtain a new supply of 
water, both as to present results and fu- 
ture possibilities-. 


You will recall the fact that at the pres- 


ent time, and following 
experimental 


work in the year 1S92, tho city ol Lowell 
made a contract with the Cook Well com- 
pany ol St. Louis, whereby the company 
agreed to iurnisb. tlie city of Lowell with, 
a daily supply of ground water equal to 
5,000,000 gallons, for tlie performance of 
which work and after specified tests tlie 
city contracted to pay the sum of S2J,2oO. 
During the past year the Cook company 
entered upon its work; a system has 
been constructed 
in 
tno 
valley 
of 


Bivcr Meadow brook, and connected 
with 
pumps 
and 
distributing pipes 


provided by the water works. The pumns 
were started on tho IQth of Septembe'r, 
and have been afc work without cessation 
since. 
Tlio yield from the first has been, 


in round numbers, 2,000^000 gallons of 
Water, 
or 
about 
one-third 
ol 
the 


ordinary 
daily 
consumption. 
Tlie 


yield is a disappointment to the Cook 
Well company, but the manager of the 
company is apparently none the less san- 
guine as to the final result. 
Additional 


wella have been sunk, and these will be 
added to the system as soon as the season 
will permit. It the new wells shall prove 
insufficient still more will be added. 


The nature of the water ag pumped is 


watched from day to day, and has proved 
to be ol superior quality. The Cook Well 
company bas received to date 58,062.50. 
The water board is disappointed in tho 
measure of success, inasmuch, as the close 
ol 1393 failed to see the wells deliver 
what was 
promised—5,000,000 
gallons 
daily, but the mixing of the new water 
with, tlie old lias been helpful, and still 
Inrther improvement has come to the 
general supply as the result of extra exer- 
tion on the part ol Superintendent Thom- 
as in the matter ol scouring the water- 
way Irom river, to pump wells, keeping the 
filter gallery and inlet in best possible 
condition) and frequent blowing off of 
the mains. 


I hope the water works officials will 


continue to make every exertion in their 
powerjandlam sure they will be com- 
mended, iu any reasonable outlay 
of 


money iShereior. 


During the past year, by act of- city 


council, recommended by 
the 
water 


board, a ten per cent, discount has been 
made on all bills paid the city for use of 
water. A still further and important re- 
duction has been made to the users ol 
water through meters, making • the me- 
tered water rates ot the city as low prob- 
ably as those ol any other city in the 
country that pumps its water 'by steam 
power. 


for tbe details ol earnings, expendi- 
tures on account ol both, water works and 
driven wellSj I reler you to the report of 
the water board, which will soon bo pub- 
lished.

LIGHTIKG DEPAS-TjlIEKT. 


A new contract was made with the 
Lowell Electric Light company last year, 
which went into elleot August 1st, and 
continues in force for five years from that 
date; By its terms..arc lietits arelur- 
nished at 36 ceata per light per night lor 
one year from data, and thoreRtter at the 
rate ol 35 cents per light, per night lor the 


remainder of the term. Provision'1s also 
made for an ascertainment ol the amount 
of light that is to be luruislied, and for 
rebates m cane of a lailure to furnish the 
amount of lighting contracted for. It is 
wise to be generous in providing electrio 
lignting, but awordot caution is neces- 
sary to check a disposition to prodigality 
in granting tlie numerous requests made 
for additional electric lights; it should bo 
borne m mmd tnat nt the present rates 
each electric light costs the city £131.40 a 
year. Ono hundred and nineteen electric 
lights have been addod this year, about 
one-halt, ol which arc in actual operation 


At present there are 338 electric lights 


in use, S2J-gns lights, 602 gaaolino lights. 
Each electric light costs per year 5131 40 
each, gao light costs, J20.33, each gasoline 
llgut bl9.SO. 


A statute ot the commonwealth requires 
the appointment or election olau inspect- 
or or supervisor oil wires by the citicn ol 
the stata.

service, to ascertain tho whereabouts of 
dead wires, and to cause them to be re- 
moved j also to inspect the poles and sup- 
ports and the stringing of wires, and to 
report tboreoii, aud to cause defects 
therein to bu remedied to the extent pos- 
sible so to do under the existing condi- 
tions. As a rule the companies owning 
or making use of wires have co-opeiatcd 
with me in my eflarts to improve tho 
condition of tho wires and poles o£ tbe 
city, but ruucb more remains to be done, 
and it may require drastic methods to ac- 
complish radical reforms in construction 
aud maintenance. The uurrber of dead 
wires removed was 1-10, 


The expense ol this department last 


year wns 1=69,035.40. 


POLICE. 


The police department is in good condi- 


tion with respect to discipline and ef- 
ficiency. Freedom trom political control 
or interference is essential iu this depart- 
ment to secure the best results, and tlie 
chief of the department should be allowed 
a wide range in the recommendation and 
selection ol his subordinates, and should 
be held strictly to a corresponding re- 
sponsibilty lor tbe efficiency.of the de- 
partment under his clidrge. The protec- 
tion ol life and persoij, preservation of 
property, and the observance of the laws 
generally, nro entrusted to this depart- 
ment, and honesty, zeal, and intelligence 
should characterize the performance ol 
the duties ol the members of tbis depart- 
ment. 


The police force numbers 93 men, made 


up of a chief, two deputies, three ser- 
geants, five inspectors, two keepers, three 
court officers, OS patrolmen and 9 reserve 
men. 


The expenses of this department for the 


year were $104,682.85. 


LICENSES. 


The moat difficult and distressing ques- 
tion that confronts the municipalities ol 
tbis commonwealth is the . granting of 
licenses.for tue sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors. Theevilis earjily recodiized; tbe 
remedy is not so easily perceived. The 
danger is that iu the attempt to discover 
a'nd apply means to check or to prevent 
existing evils in the granting ol licenses, 
other evils almost 
brought into being. 
pared, therefore, to recommend the ap- 
pointment of a commission to. grant li- 
censes, or to recommend to tlie legisla- 
ture that the limitation of the number of 
licenses that roay be granted by towns 
and cities be removed. The appointmant 
of a commission would go far to lessen, 
and perhaps to remove, the existing evils, 
were it possible to banish political con- 
siderations in the choice ol appointees, 
and to devise a method of appointment 
that would ensure the continuing service 
of incorruptible men. I would suggest 
that a committee be-appointed to con- 
sider the subject carefully, and Lo report 
thereon to the city council with its rec- 
ommendations. 


The aldermen ought to be relieved, if 


possible, from the intrigues and impor- 
tunity incident to the granting ol Ii-' 
censes, and the time thus taken up be de- 
voted to the more legitimate needs ol the 
city. The obvious intent and meaning ol 
the law relative to the granting of li- 
censes is, that liquor should be sold only 
in connection with some boua-nde aud 
legitimate business ineidental thereto, as, 
for instance, that ot an innholder, com- 
mon victualler, grocer, or apothecary. 
The first and fundamental 
question, 


therefore, for the licensing board to con- 
sider and 
determine^ is clearly 
tbis: 


Whether the applicant' for a license is en- 
gaged in such bona-HdQ, legitimate busi- 
ness. Greet cure also should be exercised 
in granting licenses of the shLtb clr,ss 
(druggists'), as to the number granted, 
nnd with respect to the standing and 
character of the recipient. The most per- 
nicious kind ol liquor-selling is that en- 
gaged in under the pretence of selling 
drugs and filling prescriptions. The si^u 
oE tue pestle and mortar, jars of colored 
water, aud a soda fountain arc riot con- 
clusive evidence that the premises indi- 
cated thereby are legitimate depots of 
health supplies. "

CONCLUSION. 


Lowell is - no longer u town or a small 
city; its growth and population and iu-

prospective development. Tbe wise busi- 
ness manager adapts his business meas- 
ures aud appliances to meet tlie require- 
ments incident to an increase ol trade. I 
counsel enlightened liberality in your 
consideration ol the Deeds of tne city, but 
I am equally desirous to caution you 
against the expenditures by loan or ap- 
propriation that savor ol extravagance 
and lorgetfuJness ol the debt limit ol tho 
city.

Rioters Burn and Pillage 


Sicilian Town, 


THEY B'ORCB THE DOOKS OF A 


PRISON. 


Aud Literate 
the 
Desperate Con- 


victs. 


PALERMO, Jan. I.— -It would seem that 


the rioting and disorder which have pre- 
vailed in several parts of Sicily for some 
time past ave not yet at an end, aud the 
calling of severalre-enforcement of troops 
is anxiously awaited by all law-abiding 
cithseiib. 


The latest, riot occurred at Castelve- 


trauo, a town of 20,000 inhabitants. A 
large body of roadmakers suddenly left 
work Saturday and attacked tlie Octroi 
station. The men had secured possession 
of a number of cans of petroleum, revolv- 
ers, heavy sticks aud poles, to which 
pikes or scythes were attached. 
With 


shouts of "Down, -with the Octroi" and 
"Death to the .umnicipal authorities," 
they marched on to tho Octroi station and 
burned the sentry boxes aud two of. the 
local Octroi 
offices, 
after 
plentifully 


sprinkling them with 
pctrolaiim, and 


then set fire to the central Octroi offices, 
the tax offices and the, record offices, 
destroying all the archives and doing 
other damage. 


Made AVovse "by Ijiquor. 


The whole town, was aoon iu a terrible 


uproar, the peaceable citizens flying for 
their lives or locking themselves in their 
residences. The mob broke Into a num- 
ber of wine shops, drank themselves into 
a state of madness and were soon ready 
for itorther acts oi violence. 


At a signal irom the leaders ot the mob 


the column was re-formed, aud shouting 
and yelling like madmen and re-enforced 
by the lawless element the disorderly 
roadnidkers led the way to Mandemental 
prison, which they attacked with stones 
and sledge hammers, and in spite of a 
gallant defense 
forced 
in 
the doors, 


severely handled the defenders of the 
prison and svicceeded in liberating all the 
prisoners, who joined with the rioters in 
Imbibing the stolen liquors and iu acts of 
violence. 


The local police force being utterly un- 


able to cope with them, the houses of a 
number of citizens who were obnoxious 
to tlie rioters were broken into and de- 
spoiled ot their most valuable contents 
and their occupants compelled to fiy for 
their lives. In addition muck other prop- 
erty was destroyed and a number of peo- 
ple were beaten. 


Troops to tlio Ke&cue. 


The local authorities, 
however, had 


been able to communicate with Trapani, 
and a force of troops and police reached 
Ca,stelvi«trano iti time to charge the mob 
as they were on the point ol! destroying 
the residence of the mayor, the bank and 
postoffice. 
Though able to save these 


buildings they were unable to restore 
order. 


The aiob seemed to be filled, as all 


previous Sicilian mobs have been, with 
enthusiasm for King Humbert and Queen 
Marguerite. Tho rioters cheered repeat- 
edly for the king and queen and carried 
their portraits upon banners. 


Finally an additional body of troops 


reached tho scene, and after a number ol 
charges had been mude the mob was dis- 
persed at the point of the bayonet. 


Sluirp Criticism.

the bed iu a rear room, where Mrs. Cum 
mings albo was with the baby. 
Another 


person in the room was Mrs. l%ox, the 
mother ot Mrs. Cummings. 
Cummings 


upset the lamp and closed tha door, com- 
pelling all the inmates to stay there. 
They cried, but ha refused to lot any of 
them out." 


Philip Nathan, a next door neighbor, 


says that when he first saw the flames lie 
noticed Mrs. Cummiugs trying to open 
the shutters to the window of the bed- 
room, lie hoard her cry out and say: 
"My baby is already on fire." Soon after 
he saw the woman enveloped in flames. 


John .Stuart, who occupies the base- 


ment of the building, says there had been 
a great deal of carousing and fighting 
overhead for several nights and that 
there was a scuffle just as the lira broke 
out. The evidence so far shows that 
Cummings started the fire in a fit of in- 
sane rage.

Rioters Burn and Pillage 


Sicilian Town, 
: 


THEY FORCE THE DOOES OP A 


PRISON. 


And Liberate the 
Desperate Con- 


victs. 


PALEHHO, Jan. 1.—It would seem that 


the rioting and disorder which have pre- 
vailed iu several parts of Sicily for some 
time past are not yet at an end, aud the 
calling o£ several re-enforcement of troops 
is anxiously awaited by all law-abiding 
citizens. 


The latest riot occurred at Castelve- 


trano, a town o£ 20,000 inhabitants. A 
largo body of roadmakere suddenly left 
work Saturday and attacked the Octroi 
station.. The men had secured possession 
of a number of cans of petroleum, revolv- 
ers, 
heavy st.ieks and poles, to which 


pikes or scythes were attached. 
With 


shouts of "Down with the Octroi'1 and 
"Death to the municipal authorities," 
they marched on to the Octroi station and 
burned the sentry "boxes aud two of the 
local Octroi offices, 
after 
plentifully 


sprinkling them with petroleum, and 
then seC fire to the central Octroi offices, 
the tax offices and the. record offices, 
destroying all the archives and doing 
other damage. 


Made Worse liy liquor. 


The whole town was soon in a te'rrihle 


uproar, the peaceable citizens flying for 
their lives or locking themselves iu. their 
residences. The mob broke into a num- 
ber of wine shops, drank themselves into 
a state of madness and were-soon ready 
for further acts of violence. 


At a signal from the leaders of the niob 


the column was re-formed, aud shouting 
and yelling like madmen and re-eoforced 
by the lawless element, the disorderly 
ToadCQdliers led the way to Mandemental 
prison, which they attacked with stories 
and sledge hammers, and in spite of a 
gallant defense forced in the doors, 
Hcverely handled the defenders of the 
prison and succeeded in liberating all the 
prisoners, who joined with the rioters in 
imbibing the btoleu liquors and iu acts of 
violence. 


The local police force being utterly un- 


aljle to cope with them, the houses o£ a 
number of citizens who were obnoxious 
to the rioters were broken into aud de- 
spoiled ot their mobt valuable contents 
and their occupants compelled to fly for 
their lives. In addition much other prop- 
erty was destroyed and a number of peo- 
ple were beaten. 


Troops to the Hescuo. 


The local authorities, however, had 


been uble to communicate with Trapani, 
and a force of troops and police reached 
Castelvc'.trano in time to charge the mob 
as they were on the point o£ destroying 
the residence of the mayor, the bank and 
postofh'ce. 
Though able to save these 


buildings they were unable to restore 
order. 


The mob seemed to be filled, as all 


previous Sicilian mobs have been, "with 
enthusiasm for King Htimbert and Queen 
Marguerite. 
The rioters cheered repeat- 


edly for the king and queen and carried 
their portraits upon banners. 
• 


Finally an additional body of troops 


reached the scene, and after a uumber of 
charges had been made the mob was dis- 
persed at the point of the bayonet. 


Sharp Criticism. 


LOMDON, Jan. 1.—The Chronicle, com- 


menting upon JMichael Davitt's letter in 
reply to the terrible charges preferred 
against him in some of the American 
newspapers, ways that the fact that such 
language as that used against Davitt can 
be made, with legal impunity by the press 
of America is a grave blot upon the laws 
of the United States and a, foul digrace to 
the newspaper profession. . 


Anarchist Tried to Kill Himself. 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—A. Barcelona dispatch 


says that the anarchist, C'olina, in prison 
there on the charge .of having tried to 
murder General Campos nnd of having 
been implicated in the Lieco theater out- 
rage, tried to commie suicide in his cell 
by opening one of his veins with a piece 
of glass. He was discovered in time and 
his attempt frustrated. 


Political Strife In Japan.

The news of the ten per cent cut down 


on the Carpet mills copies as a severe blow 
to the entire woiking population of the 
city. The ten per cent cut down Is not the 
only drawback. The notice states that "if 
the cut down is accepted by the operatives 
the mills will run during the remainder of 
the month and perhaps a little longer." 


Agent Lyon, it is understood, can. not 


guarantee that if the cut clown is accepted, 
thei'e will be more than, a month of work, 
if the cut down is not accepted there is a 
possibility of the mills shutting down on 
Saturday. The length of time of the shut 
down is stated indefinitely, or until the 
market conditions Improve. Tiie outside 
limit is placed at June. 


The operatives are accordingly undecided 
as to future action, bulj the sentiment is 
against accepting tha reduction as there is 
110 guarantee for continued work. 


On what seems to be good authority it 


appears that in November a reduction in 
pay was sustained by tho weaveis on fast 
running looms, the new machinery put iu 
during the summer. The cut down was 
four or five mills on certain lengths of car- 
pet whiph made about 14 cents per day. 
The weavers also say that the ten per cent, 
cut down is equal to 14 cents per clay, 
which makes a net cut down since Novem- 
ber of 2S cents per Jay. 


The weavers are in favor of resisting the 


cut down although they believe if the first 
had been resisted the " second would not 
liave come. 


The operatives complain that the notices 


of the cut downs or changes in schedule 
are, as a rule posted utter they leave the 
mill at night, and are not learned of until 
the next morning. 


There is some talk that when the market 


conditions improve work would be re- 
sumed. 


The weavers met in Mathew Temper- 


ance Institute hall last nig^ht and commit- 
tees from the brnssel and ingrain depart- 
ments were appointed to wait upon Agent 
Lyon.

ing at Independence. 


INDEPENDENCE, Kas., Jan. S.—A horrify- 


ing discovery was made yesterday when 
AI Brown, son-in-law of G-eorge W, Keafl, 
manager of the Long Bell Lumber com- 
pany, broke into the home of the latter 
and found Mr. Read clad only in his night 
clothes silting dead in a chair hefore a 
hot stove fed hy natural gas, his body in 
an advanced stage of decomposition. 
Edith Scott, a domestic of. the family, was 
lying dead on the floor of her room, and 
Mrs. Read and her 5-year-old son were in 
bed, the boy dying and the mother un- 
conscious.

Wages.

among railroad managers in the west 
;hat farther retrenchment, as an offset to 
shrinking recainte, is necessary.

ring to the question of: expenses, the gen- 
eral manager of oi«» of the most .success- 
ful lines said: "We have been steadily 
reducing- expenses for'months, bub dimm- 
ish nig business1 demanclsistill more heroic 
treatment than has y.pt breii applied. 
The reform, however, can best be accom- 
plished by a concert* of action among all 
the leading roads, and the question will 
soon be brought before the General Mana- 
ger^' association for action."
